‘SN OBJECT LESSON IN NEIGHBOURLY LOVE, 

Sin.—The beautiful summer weather is drawing to aclose:; the long days 
are waning and the children’s country holidays, so great a feature of our time, 
will soon be treasured memories aud things of the past. 

These holidays leave their mark in the brighter looks and rosier cheeks, and 
the renewed vigour of the young children who benefit by them. But in many 
cases the holidays do even more than this. for they become the starting-point of 
avery cordial relationship between the cottage host and the town-bred guest, 
They give the agricultural population of England the rareopportunity of coming 
into contact with Jewish boys and girls, and thus obtaining a knowledge which 

may prove a valuable factor against anti-Semitism. 

| was driving along a country road some weeks ago when I overtook a 
kindly minister attached to one of the non-conforming churches in the neigh- 
bourhood, accompanied by a joyous. crowd of boys, whose faces showed very 
clearly that they were not indigenous to the County of Bucks. 

I stopped my carriage, and made closer acquaintance with these holiday- 
makers from one of our I,>ndon East End Schools. The minister, who seemed 
to be in charge of them, explained that parties of seventy children (Jewish 
boys and girls) were boarded out during the months of July and August in and 
near the country town where his work lay, and where, under caréful supervision 
of some of their own people, they spent their holidays. He seemed greatly 
interested in these bright, eager. little fellows, and anxious to provide for their 
comfort and amusements. He has constituted himself country correspondent to 
the Jewish Country Holiday Association for this particular district, and is 
doing bis work nobly-—_how nobly, I was to hear later on! 

A school treat was impendiny, at a country seat near by, and ‘to this village 
fte, given by a lady of the children’s own faith, the young ones were bidden. 
Unfortunately, when the day of the school treat dawned, golden summer seemed 
to have turncd into chill October, but nothing daunted, the little city pilgrims, 
accompanied by their own officials, as well as by their kind “Gentile” friend 
appeared in due time, and soon showed their appreciation of country bread and 
butter, no less than their delight in swings and round-a-bouts, which provided 
unlimited fun, without the usual demand for remuneration. | , 

[t was during the pastimes of the afternoon, that I gathered from the 
accounts given me by the Jewish lady in charge of the girls, how valuable a 
coadjutator my friend, the Minister, had become, Besides undertaking to find 
suitable cottage homes for the children, he makes a point of visiting them daily, 
frequently accompanying the boys on their rambles, 7 

He has most kindly put the hall belonging to his chapel at their disposal, 
for the short services that are held on Saturdays, which he often attends, 
taking the greatest interest in hearing the Psalms and prayers read in the old 
Hebrew tongue. | 


The Jewish officials are spared much irksome labour by his kindness, and 


are duly alive to the fact that he has twice deprived himself of his own well. 
deserved holiday, in order to be of use to the children, And all this without 
thought of return, other than the keen appreciation and gratitude of his Jewish 
friends. Better and more far-reaching in its effects than many a sermon 
preached in church or chapel, is this practical exposition of “ Thou shall love 
thy neighbour as thyself.” 

So I reflected, as the shades of evening fell, as the band struck up “God 
Save the Queen,’ as the tired but happy children streamed out of the park 
gates, as the little Jewish birds of passage flitted off the scene where they had 
- played their part that afternoon, and where, let us hope, they may have found 
some new inspiration before returning “to the dreary sounds of crowded earth’ 
that await them in the huge metropo‘is, 3

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT, 


Srr,—I regret that my professional engagements no longer allow me to take 
that interest in communal and public affairs that I formerly took, or else I should 
have been very happy to offer my humble services in connection with the cause 
which weall know under the name of Zionism. ButI owe it to all those 
friends of mine, who are frequently reproaching me for having lost all interest 
in Jewish matters, to assure them that this is by no means the case, and I wish 


to-day, with your permission, to express my opinion on the all-important subject 
that is agitating the minds of the Jews all over the world, 


To begin with, permit me to say wherein I agree completely with the | 


Zionist leaders, and wherein I agree with their opponents—yourself among the 
chief of them. I think the aspiration of acquiring Palestine as a home of the 
Jewish race, and asa Jewish State, a most noble and lofty one, which should 


have the support of every Jew in the world, but I am at one with you in your: 


-ondemnation of the scheme as an unpractical one at the present juncture, In 
ep I do not agree with you when you say that the solution of the 
Jewish question lies in the assimilation of the Jews with the natives among 
whom they dwell, but I agree with you that the time to form a Jewish State 
and a Jewish nation has not come yet. ss 

The argument that it is inconsistent with one's patriotism as an Englishman, 
Frenchman, German or American, as the case may be, to aspire to be some day 
a citizen of a Jewish State is on a par with the argument that it 1s wrong for an 


adopted son who lives under the parental roof to hope that he will have some 


a house of his own. 
_ Provided, as an Englishman say, you do your duty to your country and help 
to make her greater and happier, where is the harm in hoping that you or your 
children will some day be the citizens of another State which shall be on most 
friendly terms with your present country? I think there 1s less harm in a hope 
of this sort than in the hope or probability that you will some day as an English 
Jew fight a French Jew, or asa French Jew revenye yourself upon a German 
Jew. 
On the other hand. is it likely that the Jews will ever become so entirely 
assimilated withtheir Gentile neighbours that nothing but religion shall distin- 
cuish them from one another’ To assume this is to declare Judaism synony- 
mous with Jewish religion, and I maintain. most emphatically that such a 


declaration would be wrong. And not only would it be wrong, but suicidal, for. 


once declare that only those are Jews who keep up the religion of their fathers 
in all its details, and you proclaim thousands of Jews as non-Jews who are in 
everything but their religious observances the best of Jews. No, sir, Judaism is 
not a religion merely, like Catholicism or Protestantism ; 1t 1s a brotherhood, a 
race if you like, afd that it will remain as long as there are two Jews left in the 
whole world. Say what you will, no matter how an English Jew or a German 
Jew may love and feel for his Enylish or German neighbour, he will have a 
creater love. a greater sympathy for another Jew, even if that other Jew may 
come from the other end of the world. Can the same be said of two Catholics 
or two Protestants’? It does not take long for one Catholic nation to wage 
war against another, and at this very moment we have a war going on between 
two Protestant peoples. Can we realise a war between one Jewish nation and 
another) So, the comparison between Judaism and other religions falls to the 
vround. and we are bound to admit that Judaism is far more than a religion. 
But in admitting that the Jews all the world over have retained the character- 
istics of one and the same race, it does not follow that they cannot be loyal and 
dutiful subjects of the countries of their adoption. The very reverse is the 
fact, and herein lies the hope of Judaism. Without ceasing to be Jewa they 
are never behind their Gentile neighbours and fellow-citizens in the fulfilment 
of their duties and civic obligations. and statisties show that there are less 
criminals among them in proportion than among other collections of mankind. 
The aspiration and endeavours to establish a Jewish State do not, therefore. 
in my opinion, discount in the least our sense of patriotism, but when we come 
to the question of the Zionist Scheme, | am bound to say that I incline to 
vour view of the matter. However, melt noel imerden, and so my 
humble advice to the noble and great men who have made Zionism the object 
of their lifeis: © Try and persevere.’ | 
At the same time it bas struck me that if it were possible to effect a com- 
promise between the Zionists on the one side, and the friends of the Jewish 
Colonisation Scheme on the other, some practical good for immediate purposes 
ought to be attainable, while preparing the way for the greater and noble idea 
of a Jewish Statein Palestine. By working hand-in-hand the two opposite camps 
will gradually come to a closer understanding, and they will each see where the 
other is right. I would say to the Zionists: “ Begin in a small way and there 


is no telling where a few successful colonies in Palestine may lead to, the reali- 


sation of your ideal may not be so far as your opponents make it out.” To these 
opponents of the Zionists I would say: ‘“ Do not discourage Zionism, but wait 
and see, Help the movement in the meantime by the establishment of colonies 
in Palestine.” 

It would be a thousand pities to allow the enthusiasm and the organisation 
brought about by the Zionist movement, to run to waste, instead of utilising 
them both to the utmost extent. A combination of the two agencies repre- 
senting without exception the Jews all over the world, is sure to attract from 
outsiders more sympathy and practical help than one which represents only a 
fraction, and 1t would ouly remain for the Jewish Colonists to prove tbat they 
can support and govern ‘themselves in order to enlist universal sympathy with 
their idea of a final recognition asa State. Bismarck, who set out from the 
very first with the plan to re-establish the German Empire, was satisfied to proceed 
by stages, and had he not been wise enough to understaud that the world does 
not like rapid success, but that it accustoms itself to recognise success. that 
comes slowly, Germany would to-day still be non-existent as a first-class Power. 
Let Dr. Herzl take out a leaf from Bismarck’s book, and he may yet live to see 
the commencement of the realisation of his noble aspiration. Napoleonic plans 
of campaign are at best only ephemerally successful, and if the Jewish question 
is to be solved at all, it must be solved slowly but surely, and not by leaps and 
bounds. |

A GENTILE VIEW OF ZIONISM. 

Sik,—In your correspondent’s “Five Minutes’ Talk with Dr. Herzl,” the 
latter is reported as having said: “I do hope that the Congress will make the 
movement (Zionism) known to the Gentile English public outside.” If so, 
criticism from outside Gentiles may be welcome. Hence my writing. 

_I am strongly impressed with the force of your expression: “That the 
religious mission of the Jewish race can best be carried out by their dispersion 
in many lands,” That, however, need not clash with the main object of Zionism , 
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the redemption of the Home of their Fathers, if only as a country of refuge to 
which the persecuted Jews might flee, and to which every Jewish heart might 
turn as the Home of its Faith. : . 

Jews and Gentiles worship the same Supreme Being. They differ only in 
the matter of Progress of Form. The substance of their worship is identical. 
Essentially, they differ no more than Unitarians and Trinitarians amongst 
Christians, and these manage to live quietly together, Worship should be 
non-political. . 

If the Jews would but rise to the full splendour of their primal religious 
idea, their religious mission would undoubtedly be best carried out by their 
dispersion in many lands, but then they must adopt the means Providence has 
put into their hands. He works by progress, not in substance, but in form, and 
the progress in form sacrifices no principle. I heard a Montefiore’address the 
Jews of Middlesbrough in their synagogue a few years ago on lines similar to, 
if not identical with this view of the matter. I fancy, too, that Zangwill aims 
much in the same direction, It is the Archaic stereotype of their form which 
prevents the beautiful power of their Idea from breaking through their rigid 
formalism and flourishing more fruitfully than ever. In the Scriptures common 
to Jew and Christian, if there is one thing more apparent than another, it is the 
progressive development of the idea of the Supreme Being, and consequently 
of His worship. The law of change is universal and omnipotent, and the 
problem for the Jew, as for every one else, is how to change in form in harmony 
with the changing forms around him without sacrificing the unchanging, 
principle vested in the substance of his worship. | 3

RESCUE WORK, 

Sir,—I have read with horror Mr. Engleman’s letter on the above subject, 
Surely he is right, ‘that we must not close our eyes to stubborn facts.” Cannot 
we best show our sympathy with our fallen sisters by striking unflinchingly at 
the root of the evil. I cannot believe that these poor creatures have come 
from refined homes. If, on the other hand, they at one time earned an honest 
living in a branch of industry where trade has fallen off, our duty is very 
plain. Men must do the rescue work, women the preventive work. No ‘poor 
sister mortal ’’ will * stand shivering at street corners’ if there is no market for 
her horrible trade. Mr. Engleman speaks of ‘girls in their teens,” What of 
the boys in their teens and upwards’ I have often heard mothers say “ young 
men must have their fling.’ They never give a thought to the poor creature 
who has her fling over ‘ The Bridge of Sighs” in consequence. 

Many a mother could have saved a son from much misery, and in some 
cases an early grave, if only she had spoken a word of warning instead of being 
wilfully blind. Any good woman ought to be able to handle the most indel- 
~ cate subjects, in a delicate manner, if she has a noble object in view. 

If influential ladies would help that way, and good men find honest work 
and proper recreation for our fallen sisters, I am in hopes that much good may 
be effected. I agree with Hall Caine that ‘women are just what men make 
them,” and I also think that men are what women expect them to be, If 
erring men were once looked upon as pests of society equally with erring women, 
they would shape their conduct accordingly. af 

I do not agree with Mr. Engleman that our Ministers are powerless,, They 
cannot ery out from the pulpit ; but a quiet and earnest talk in their own homes 
can do much for our young men.

S:ir,—Your correspondent'’s description of the streets of our City iscertainly 
not overdrawn, but there is very little use in calling attention to the existing 
evil, without prescribing in some sense a measure for its relief, Cure, unfortu- 
nately, is impossible. In the first place, there is immense difficulty in dealing 
with such a vast and important subject through the Press, from the fact that 
Pharisees still exist, although it is the beginning of the Twentieth Century, 
who will turn up their eyes in holy horror and mildly say “is it possible?” 
Others again will shudder at coming in contact with a discussion which touches 
even the fringe of the prevailing sin. It is, therefore, left to the few, very few 
indeed, who are able and willing to cope with a great social problem, An attempt 
has already been made to help these poor unfortunate girls, a small Refuge was 
established, and Mrs. L. A. Levy, one of the oldest communal officers,was appointed 
Matron and Rescue Worker ; and well, and conscientiously did she perform her 
onerous and always difficult task ; she has been seen at mid-day and oftener at 
midnight in the very worst quarters, where vice abounds and villainy reigns 
supreme, Fearless and bold she has addressed herself, to men and women alike, 
and has not hesitated for a moment at entering a house of ill-fame in order to 
obtain a hearing from a fallen sister. That she was not at all times successful, 
and could not redeem the multitude, is only part and parcel of the great difficulty 
of “ Rescue Work.” But several were repatriated, and others were helped to do 
what was considered best for them, 


| the Englishmen became the special object of the Ooms’ dislike. 


The work, however, was very expensive, 


and not considered sufficiently productive of good results, to appeal to the 
public, and the Home was closed. There is now no one in touch with these 
wretched outcasts ; there is no Jewish woman to follow them to their haunts, 
to hold out the hope of a better future for them, to show them that they are 
neither despised nor geglected ; but that it will be entirely their own fault aad not 
the fault of the community, if they continue their life of sin and misery. It 
appears to me a crying shame that we do not imitate our Christian neighbours 
who have hundreds of noble women employed in this great work of Rescue. As 
we are fewer in numbers, we do not need hundred», but we doneed them in tens, and 
although there are so manv urgent calls upon the purses of the affluent, 
surely there should be no difficulty in obtaining the sinews of war towards 
helping ah erring sister retrieve her past. And now to sum up ina few words 
what can be done to mitigate thisevil. A “Night Refuge” should be estab- 
lished in the neighbourhood of Whitechapel, and several Rescue Workers 
appointed to frequent the thoroughfares haunted by these girls, by speaking to 
them regularly, not occasionally, especially on the approach of Sabbaths and 
Festivals. They may be induced to leave the muddy streets in winter, and 
come into the light and warmth and comfort of the Refuge. Who knows but 
what the heart of one bere and there may not be touched, and the 
softening influence of one of her own sex may help to restore a child to her 
parents, or at leasta human being to humanity. Our Christian friends are 
spending thousands annually in turning a bad Jew into a worse Christian ; 
surely itis worth while spending a good round sum in trying to clear our s!reets 
of the great plague spot which darkens our eyes whilst passing through many of 
the great metropolitan thoroughfares. Not only this, but the openness with 
which this fearful trade is carried on, must have a most baneful influence upon 
the rising generation of work-girls, Having offered a suggestion I confidently 
leave the subject to those of your correspondents who have time and other need- 
ful advantages to give it the impetus it requires.

THE SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION, 


Srr.—lI have read the excellent article of “A. M.H.” in your last issue, in 
which he urges that there should: be one or more Jewish candidates 
at the next election of the London School Board, in view of the large 
number of Jewish children and teachers in the schools managed by the Board. 
It is, indeed, right that there should be a proper proportion of Jewish members 
on the Board, and it is to be hoped that some Jews will solicit the votes of the 
electors next November, either as Moderates or as Progressives, 

The reason why I trouble you is that “ A. M. H.” seems to advise that these 
Jewish candidates should stand in specifically Jewish constituencies. I am 
afraid that there exists already among us English Jews a tendency to adopt this 
method of proceeding,and I write to express the earnest hope that it may never 
be employed by us. Nothing is more to be avoided by us Jews in this country 
than any attempt to get up a Jewish vote at Parliamentary, Municipal, School 
Board or other similar elections. 

In this case, for example, it is very wel',as I have already remarked, that 
Jewish members should sit on the London School Board ; that Jewish electors 
should be asked to vote for certain candidates and not for others, on the ground 
that the former are Jews, is unfair to the Christian community and dangerous 
to ours. I am not one of those who are always pushing their Erglish citizen- 
ship into the foreground and their Judaitm into the background, But I do 
think that while we are exercising political functions we should forget altogether 
that we hold peculiar religious views. ‘To do so is an unfair use of the liberties 
with which we have been emancipated ; if it leads to retaliation and Christians 


vote only for Christians, we should be in a worse case than before. 


I believe that a bad example has been already set in this matter by other 
denominations ; but that is no reason why we should follow it. Moreover, the 
Christian may often permit himself what the Jew may not. Nor would the evil 
be avoided by running in one constituency two candidates, one of either party. 
It is true that it would theg no longer be necessary to ask, for example, the 
Jewish Progressive (and especially the Jewish waverer) to vote for the 
Moderate candidate because he is a Jew; but it might still be necessary to ask 
him to prefer the Jewish Progressive candidate to any other Progressive, which 
is only another example of the same evil principle. It would not even be right 
to use the Jewish vote as a basis for a bargain with Christian candidates of the 
same party. 

Let their same competent Jewish candidates put up in non-Jewish con_ 
stituencies at the next School Board election, and let us hope that they may h

KOSHER CATERING, 


Sir,—Although I am not a Herzl Zionist, I must give that body credit for 
setting a Jewish example to the community by providing a strictly kosher dinner 
at the banquet given by the conference, and also kosher refreshments daily 
during the sitting of that conference, both under the superintendence of an 
observant Jewish caterer, Mr. Bonn, who can be relied upon by the most 
observant Jews as doing everything with regard to the catering in obedience to 
our dietary laws. The Zionists respected the scruples of those of our foreign 
hbrethren who would not have partaken of a half kosher repast, like our non- 
observant brethren of other Jewish Public Institutions provide, and try to 
deceive observant ones at those dinners and balls with the cry it is quite 
kosher, we employ Shomerim, yes Shomerim, | ask, what sort of Shomerim ? 

About a year back I had an interview with Mr. Bonn, as I wished to know 
how very kosher at the present day our public dinners and ball suppers are. Mr. 
Bonn told me that he would not accept the office of Shomer to any public dinners 
or balls given at hotels, as they are not and cannot bé strictly kosher, that 
once an influential observant gentleman (his name I will not mention), asked 
him to be Shomer to a dinner or ball (I forget which he said), as he knew then 
all would be right. - He refused, as he said it could not be kosher. He was 
afterwards pressed to accept it, and very reluctantly, and out of respect to that 
gentleman, he did so, but he stated the Kc~<hros could not be attended to properly 
in a kitchen whith was not a separate one, and when the dinner or supper was 
going on he did his utmost to see everything was carried out right, but he was 
unable, after all his exertions, to prevent its being trifa, and he left in disgust. 
determined not to take such an office again. This is a lesson for our non- 
observant Jews who give up kosher banquets, to copy the Zionists, instead of 
having their dinners held at not only the same hotel, but always changing, so 
that they cannot at any rate be kosher, and instead of patronising cater- 
ing establishments managed by Jewish Sabbath desecrators, engage Queens 
Hall. or some other hall, and have a Jewish caterer who can be depended on 
like Mr. Bonn. I could say a good deal more, but will not now take up any 
more of your space. I will only say I have made enquiries of others, amongst 
them non-Jewish managers of hotels, and these enquiries confirm all that Mr. 
Bonn told me, 

' have written this, as the public dinner season will soon commence. Iam 
sorry to deprive our Rabbis and Preachers of a good feed, but it would be more 
to their credit if they set an example to their congregations, and absented them- 
selves from such banquets, until they are conducted on the same lines as the 
Zionist one was, I have missed many, although only « common layman, but 
am still alive:and in good health. All honour to the Committee who arranged 

the Zionist Banquet.

Foundation of an Institution for Epileptics by 
the David Lewis Trustees. 


Some time ago we announced that the Trustees of the David Lewis Trust 
contemplated founding a Home and Hospital for sufferers from epilepsy. ; The 
plans have for many months been under consideration, and are now in an 
advanced stage of preparation.

OBITUARY. 


ELCHANON VERVEER. 


Another of the “Old Guard” of Dutch Painters has been.removed by the 
death last Friday night at the Hague, of Elchanon Verveer. This celebrated 
painter, who had attained the age of seventy-four, was a typical old man with a 
young heart, and was very active uotila short time age, when he was seized 
with an apoplectic stroke, from the effects of which he did not recover. 
Elchanon Verveer was the second of three brothers (the two others being Sam 
and Maurits) who made themselves famous as painters and who for many 
years were the life and scul of art circles at the Hague. The deceased 
was specially distinguished for his pictures of Scheveningen fisher-life, one 
of his most celebrated paintings being “ Invaliden der Zee,’ which is in the 
collection at the Municipal Museum of the Hague. He also painted many 
other genre pictures of beach and dunes, Gifted with intense humour which 
showed itself in his conversation, much of this humour was reflected in his 
works, several of which were interesting humorous tableaux. His youth was 
spent in Paris, where his talent was developed, and he commenced his career 
asa wood engraver. The celebration of his 7th birthday proved how numerous 
Verveer was Kniglit 
of the Golden Lion of Nassau and of the Belgian Leopold Order, The 
funeral took place on Monday at the Jewish Cemetery in the Hague. 


SIEGMUND HECKSCHER. 


In the person of the late Siegmund Heckscher, whose death was announced 
in our obituary of last week, there passed away a representative Jew 
of the type of a busy merchant devoted heart and soul to the 
practices of his faith. The deceased, who was born in Hambury. 
came to London twenty years ago, and established the business of a 
pianoforte importer. He became one of the founders of the South 
Hackney Synagogue, and it was at his house in Darnley Road that the first 
Minyan was held, the religious services thus inaugurated being continued for 
several years, till the congregation settled down in the temporary iron structure 
that was erected in Devonshire Road. For many years he acted as Treasurer of 
the synagogue, and only severed his connection with it on his removing to the 
West End. Here in his new home, conforming to a custom very prevalent on 
the Continent, he fitted up a private synagogue, where services were regularly 
held on Sabbaths and festivals. This synagogue was an object of great pride 
and devotion to the deceased, and upon it he lavished every care and attention. 
Recently, he had it completely renovated, refurnishing it with costly 
fittings, the Ark especially being a fine structure of solid oak of 
fine grain. ‘The whole interior, which includes accommodation for the 
ladies of the household, presents an exceedingly pleasing aspect, a miniature 
edition of a much larger and imposing building. There are no less than five 
OHD in the Ark. and many a large synagogue cannot equal its display of 
etip "23, among which are specimens of antique silver quaintly carved and 
engraved, heirlooms of the family. In this oratory it was the delight of the 
deceased to receive friends or strangers, and to entertain them after service. 
Particularly on ANN OMY wasit his custom to hold aright royal feast at which 
all and pratt were made welcome, and on such occasions he did the honours 
with all the charm of an old-world grace and courtesy, both he and his family 
being in evening dress. The deceased was pious, devont, and conscientious, 
acting solely from inborn conviction, and aJtogether without the slightest trace 
of pretentiousness.

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DEATH OF SIR SAUL SAMUEL, BART. 


Sir Saul Samuel, Bart., K.C.M.G., C.B., a distinguished member of the 


constantly growing band of eminent Colonial Jews, passed away on Wednesday 
last, at his residence, 34, Nevern Square, 8.W. 


He had reached the advanced age of eighty years. As Colonel Goldsmid 
put it, at a banquet given in Sir Saul’s honour by the Maccatwans, in 
February, 1876: “ When George IV. was King, Sir Saul Samuel was born, a 
cockney like so many of us, and when William IV. was King he went out to 
Australia..” One can gain some idea of the length of his career from the remarkable 
fact that it was far away in the early thirties that, asa mere stripling of twelve 
summers, he sailed for the Southern Seas. Sir Saul was the posthumous son of 
the late Mr. Sampson Samuel, and was born on November 2ad, 1820. Though 
a cockney by birth however he was an Australian by up-bringing, by trainioy. 
and by political interests, career, and connections. His career may, in fact, be 


said to have unfolded itself in strict association with the advance of 
Australasia, and the progress 


of the man and tlhe Colony 
to have kept step together. 


Sir Saul completed his 
education at Sydney College, 
and thereupon engaged in 
squatting, mining, manu- 
facturing, and commercial 
pursuits, his exceptional 
business capacity soon bring- 
ing him success in these 
walks. His public career 
opened in 1846, when he was 
appointed a magistrate of 
the Territory of New South 
Wales. In 1854 he had 
already achieved legislative 
honours, and in 1856 he’ 
entered the Representative 
Assembly of New South 
Wales whien that colony was 
granted a constitution. In 
this way he may be said to 
have been one of those who 
rocked the cradle of the baby 
constitution, and he watched 
the infant and tended it till 
he saw it grow to maturity 
and strength. In 185) he 
joined the Ministry, and 
from that time forward 
he held office continu- 
ously up to his appoint- 
ment to the much coveted 
Agent-Generalship 
in London, in the year 1&3), 
His main work, it is 
very interesting to 
note, was of a financial 
character. He was the 
financial and commercial 
wizard of the colony. As 
Colonial Treasurer he made 
the necessary financial | 
arrangements for separating 
what is now known as 
Queensland from the parent 
colony of New South Wales. 
As Postmaster-General, he 


performed the extremely valuable task of negotiating a postal service to 
Great Britain via San Francisco—an achievement for which he was honoured 
with the Companionship of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 
In 1882 he received the Knighthood of St. Michael and St. George, and in 18x 
the Companionship of the Bath was conferred upon him. He was the author 
of such measures as the Government Savings Bank Act and the Navigation Act. 
Nor did his great financial services—the most valuable, after all, 
to a young colony—end here. As Agent-General he expended over six 
millions in the purchase of railway plant and war-like stores, and effected large 
loans totalling no less than £50,000,000. His work, however, was by no 
means exclusively financial. He had that picturesque political imagination 
which so moved another great Jewish statesman—Disraeli—and this led him 
to take a leading part in the despatch of a colonial contingent to fight side by 
side with the Imperial troops in the Soudan—an example which has borne 
such admirable fruit in South Africa and in China. 

It is a remarkable circumstance that while modern English Imperialism 
owes much of its virility—perhaps even its existence—to one Jew (Lord 
Beaconsfield), its most fascinating development — the union of the 
English and the Colonial soldier on the  battle-field—is largely the 
work of another Jew (Sir Saul Samuel). The fact forms a striking 


commentary on the savs patrie charge so frequently hurled by their 


detractors at Jews in general, 
Sir Saul also showed his prescience, and emancipation from the narrowness of 
political separatism, by the anxiety with which he cultivated the interests not

of New. South Wales only, but of the whole of Australia, Under his leadership 
—he was doyen of the Australian representatives—the Agents-General were said 
to be more federated than the colonies themselves, In this respect he was 
one of the most practical pioneers of Australian federation. For 
seventeen years he represented his colony in London, where he won golden 
opinions. “In his financial work,” says one writer, “he acquired the respect 
and gratitude of every Government under which he served . . . Successive 
operations seemed only to increase the confidence reposed in him by his 
Government. Cautious rather than brilliant in his methods, he owed his suc: 
cess undoubtedly in part to the excellent credit of the Colony he represented. 
but it must also in great measure be ascribed to the results of 
long experience, steady business habits, and varied acquaintance with 
the political and economic conditions of New South Wales.” The respect 
in which be was held was well exemplified in a letter which the Colonial 
Secretary addressed to him on his retirement from his post as Agent-General 
Mr. Chamberlain said that he desired to take the opportunity to place on 
record his high appreciation of the unfailing courtesy and tact which had 
characterised Sir Saul Samuel's intercourse with his department, and 
of the zeal which he had invariably displayed in promoting those cordial 
relations between the mother country and the colonies which were equally 
important to both, He added that he had observed with satisfaction that th 
ability and efficiency wit! 
which Sir Saul Samuel had 
discharged the weighty 
responsibilities of the post 
which he had held for 
so many years’ were 
as highly estimated 
by the Colony as by Her 
Majesty's Government. Mr 
Chamberlain transmitted a 
copy of his letter to the 
Governor of New South 


Wales, 

Shortly after his 
retirement Sir Saul was 
created a baronet. He has 


since lived in London, but 
has not been a prominent 
figure in Society. 

Sir Saul Saniuel-was twice 
married, first, in 1%5!!, to 
Henrietta Matilda, daughter 
of Mr. Ben amin Goldsimid 
Levien, of Geelong, Vie- 
toria: and secondly 
to Sara Louise, daughter of 
Mr. Edward Isaaes, J.P., of 
Auckland, New Zealand 
(who died some ten years 
ago) and the niece of Mr. 
Henry Isaacs, of Belsize 


Road. Lady Samuel sur- 
vives her husband. and 
be leaves three sons 
and two daughters, and 


is succeeded in {he baronetcy 
by his eldest son, Mr. 
Edward Levien Samuel, of 
Sydney, who is married and 
has a son, born in 1876, 

Sir Saul was a member of 
the West London Syna- 
gogue, Berkeley Street, and 
was for some years on the 
Council of the Anglo. | 
Jewish Association. He 
also. presided several 
occasions at Jewish func- 
tions, such as the distribu- 
tion of prizes at the 
Bayswater and Stepney Jewish Schools. In February, 12896, he was the yuest of 
the evening at a dinner by the Maccabwans; Colonel Goldsmid occupy > 
ing the chair. It is eloquent of the esteem in which he was held that there 
assembled in his honour among others, Mr. W. A. Baillie Hamilton, C.B.,.C.M.G., ° 
the head of the Australian Department of the Colonial Office, Sir 
Garrick, K.C.M.G., ex-Agent-General for Queensland, Mr. 
Walter Peace, ©O.M.G., Agent-General for Natal, and, it inter- 
esting to note, two Assistant Under Secretaries of the Home Office— 
Mr. H. H.Cunynghame and C. Murdoch, €.B. This was but one of several 
banquets given in hi honour. At New York (on his return to Sydney) he was 
entertained at a public dinner, and on his arrival in Sydney in 1574 a public ban- 
quet was given in recognition of the successful manner in which he had carried 
out the establishment of what is known as the “San Francisco Mail 
Service.’ He represented the Colony at several International Exhibi- 
tions, and in 1887 was one of the delegates of New South Wales to the 
Colonial Conference held in London, About this time: he was presented 
with the freedom of the Skinners Company. We cannot better sum 
up the feelings of his fellow-countrymen than in the eulogyof the Times: “In 
this country he will be remembered and regretted as an Agent-General devoted 
to the interests of his colony. In the colony his memory will live as that of a 


distinguished public servant whose career is intimately connected with the 
first half-century of responsible government.” 


The funeral will leave 34, Nevern Square, the residence of the deceased 
for the Cemetery of the Reform Congregation at Golder’s Green, Hendon, at 
two o'clock this afternoon. 
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Jewish Ideals : A Reply to Mr. Zangwill. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I expected that the letter, in which I explained some of my reasons 
for refusing to attend the Zionist Congress, would be subjected to criticism. 
But I did not anticipate that my friend, Mr. Zangwill, would hold me up to 
opprobrium as an anti-Semite on the score of a passage in which | presented the 
real and abiding case for Semitism, so far as its Jewish variety 1s concerned. I 
know well that Mr. Zangwill could not have meant that any remark vf mine was 
intentionally anti-Semitic. But he seems to consider me dense enough to think 
and write anti-Semitism without knowing it. It is generous of him to help me 
to purge my mind of latent poison. I now realise where I stand. Just as we 
have been told by earnest Zionists that the man who is no Zionist is no Jew, we 
now find that an objector to the intrusion of nationality into Judaism is an anti 
Semite. On this theory a good many of us will not only be cut off from our 
community by Zionist fiat, but will be further stigmatised as unconscious antl- 
Semites by Mr. Zangwill. I am now concerned, however, solely with Mr. 
Zangwill. His curiously vacillating attitude on the Zionist question hardly 
- qualified bim to be regarded as a representative of Zionist opinion. 

Among the objections raised by me agaiost modern Zionism was this. 
Zionism, if successful, must establish either an independent State, or a State 
existing on sufferance. The latter alternative is a quaint outcome of the claim 
that Zionism is to regcue the Jews from the life of sufferance which they are 
said (I think untruly) to be enduring almost everywhere. Mr. Zangwill’s 
criticism does not attach itself to this part of my argument. My incriminated 
words were: “Zionism would re-introduce into Judaism the ‘national’ evils 
of diplomacy and war, by establishing a State seeking aggrandisement by the 
usual means.” It is this remark that has roused Mr. Zangwill’s philo-Semitic 
indignation against me, the unconscious anti-Semite. Butis not wara’ national 
evil’? Assuredly, will be the answer: but it isa necessary evil. This is my 
point. As applied to the cireers of nations, war though evil-1s at present 
necessary. As applied to Judaism, war is not only evil but unnecessary 
only ‘unnecessary bat absolutely contradictory of the noblest prophetic ideals. 
What this argument bas to do with denying. explicity or implicitly, that Jews 
at present share, and rightly share, the duties of war and diplomacy, passes my 
comprehension. If I were inclined to answer Mr. Zaingwill after his own 
critical methods, it is I, not he, that must flap the Jewish Chrowele 
about a dining-table and say: “Behold the anti-Semite ! For Mr. 
Zangwill is actually reported to have said: ‘“ We ‘have always helped 
the nations in their wars and their diplomacy, so that we do not 
escape these evils now, the only difference is that we suffer them 
for other people.” How is that for anti-Semitism ? The English Jew who dies 
for England, dies not for himself. not fer his country of which he 1s a brave 
and loyal part, for other people”! 
“T regard this as one of the most anti-Semitic things ever written.’ No, the 
English Jew who serves Kogland, serves not * other people,’ but lis own people: 
his one and only fatherland in which are his home and lis lope, that England 
to which all the national spirit he has in him is resolutely and exclusively 

devoted... 

Bat the notion of a Synagogue militant, the contemplation of a Jewish 
State waging war and diplomatically wrangling for Jewisl national ends, fiils 
me, as a Jew, with horror and loathing. 
Judaism inthe past. In the first place, atter it had reached a certain point in 
its development, Judaism was mutilated and cramped, its ideals defeated and its 
mission almost annulled, by the very confusion and conflict between Judaism 
and nationality against which, thanks to my friend Mr. Zangwill, I have now a 
furth-r opportunity to protest. I wrote carefully and advisedly when I argued 
against the re-introduction “into Judaism,” of tlie “national evils of diplomacy 
aud war.” Will Mr. Zangwill deny that wliile Judea was a State, its diplomatic 


and military policy was often directly opposed to the true interests of Judaism |” 


and that in point of fact Judaism had to be shorn of its national elements 
before it could begin its world mission’ Mr, Zangwill cin easily point the 
modern moral when [ say that the kind of diplomacy which I fear and detest 1s 
of the kind that despoiled the Temple to bribe foreign envoys, and bartered the 
High-Priesthood as the price for bolstering up a Seleucid against a Pcolemy. 
‘I'he time has gone, never I hope to return, in which Judaism is to be so sordidly 
libelled. And speaking generally, tt is an unnatural and impossible combination 
because of it, this alliance of religion and nation. From it Judaism suffered 
Jews have been persecuted. Those who hold fastest by their belief in human 
progre: s, believe also that the first real progressive step is impossible until the 
confusion of religion and nation has become an anachronism, Yet it is on 
that confusion that Jewish nationalism would set a Jewish stamp. The 
very expression, “ Jewish nation,’ contains within itself the seed: of incon- 
sistency and evil. 

But if centres of human progress could be formed, centres in which there 
was no influence but God and good, no diplomatic principle but righteousness , 
no war but war to the death against narrowness and selfishness and wrong ; no 
motives but peace and brotherhood, and charity—peace for far-off and rear, 
brotherhood transcending race and creed and nationality, charity embracing the 
down-trodden, the broken-hearted, and the tempted everywhere ; cenires 
devoted to no ambition, but the mitigation of the cramping separative 
evils of nationalism, and the extension far and wide of the expansive. 
unifying goods of universal fraternity ; centres with no source of inspiration 
but communion with the immanent Will of the one God served by all men 
with one heart and one loyal trust, with no mission but the realisation of this 
great and eternal Jewish hope—tlien, and then only, there can be talk of 
accomplishing the Jewish ideal. Such a hope needs no Zionism; nay, it is 
diametrically opposed to Zionism. : 

A revival of Jewish nationality would defeat the greatest and noblest ideals 
ever promulgated by Hebrew prophets, If ever the Jewish community cease 
to aspire towards these ideals, let the Jewish community perish rather than 
seek a temporary and elusive substitute by abandoning all that makes 
Judaism worth living and worth living for. I know the retort: 
All this is a millennial dream. Yes, but no Jewish revival can begin until it is

We know what such evils meant for.

felt that none but millennial schemes need apply. The dream was real enough 
to Isaiah, whose wondrous hopes and doctrines are belittled on so many Zionist 
platforms. The only Jewish revival must be a spiritual revival, J udaism has 
not yet spoken its verdict against Zionism. But when it does, it will be by 
means of a spiritual revival which must swamp and uproot the noxious weeds 
which are being planted to arrest the flowing river of God. And if the Jews 
do not themselves rise to the occasion, if theirs be the hand to place stumbling. 
blocks in the path of their own mission, nevertheless it is by the spirit of 
Judaism that the world must be saved. With the world the Jews too will be 
saved, if not willingly as leaders, then against their will as followers. But the 
Jews will lead.

FRANCE, 


Monsieur Iudovie Hal: vy has given 1,000 francs to the Socivt’ de secours 
mutuels du th:atre des Vari‘t’s, of which he is honorary President, to celebrate 
his nomination as Commander of the Legion of Honour, 

The well-known dramatist, M. W. Busnach, who is proud of being a Jew, 
was overhauling his library the other day when he came across a book which 
was once presented to him, with a very friendly dedication, by Jules Lemaitre. 
Of late Lemaitre has become a rabid anti-Nemite. M. Busnach has, therefore, 
returned him the book “with his regrets at being no longer able to keep the 
volume in his library.” 


(GERMANY. 

As far back as May, |8./4, the body of a Christian youth was found horrib|, 
mutilated in one of the streets of Ulm, Although anti-Semitism was then 
practically non-existent there, the former Shochet of the Jewish Congregation 
was arrested on suspicion of having committed a “ritual murder.” As there 
was no proof against him he was liberated, but died soon afterwards. The 
crime appears to have been forgotten until very recently, when the victim's 
stepfather on returning to town atter a long absence, was arrested on the charge 
of being either the actual murderer or an accomplice. 


HOLLAND, 

For the first time in seventy years the venerable Portuguese community in 
Amsterdam is now governed spiritually by a Chief Rabbi, it having in the interim 
contented itself with Dayanim. ‘lhe new Chacham is the Rev, I. de J. Palache. 
who was brought up inthe Orphan Asylum of the community. ‘T’he solemn 
installation took place this month, and was followed a week later by a special 
service held in the Great Synagogue of the German community 1n his honour. 
A similar compliment was paid twenty-five years ago by the Portuguese com- 
munity to Dr. Diinner, the Chief Rabbi of Amsterdam, when he entered into 
office. In honour of Chacham Palache’s installation, the national flag was 
sana erie on the synagogues of both communities, as well as on other Jewish 
yuildings. 


Russian Items.

of the works of the deceased artist. The deceased was represented at the Paris 
Exhibition by three pictures for which he was awarded a silver medal. 


At Sitomir has been celebrated the 2th anniversary of the foundation of 
a military regiment. of which the Grand Duke Wladimir, uncle of the Tsar, is 
Colonel-in-Chief. At the public celebration the Rabbi, Dr. Skomarowski, was 
present by invitation, and had the honour of being received by the Grand Duke.

Under the title Etudes sur les Israélites,” M, de Bloch, the banker (whose 
work on modern armaments is believed to have given the impetus to the 

e # eace Conference), has published a series of 
statistics showing the beneficial activity of the Jews in Russia. The value of 
land in the Pale of Settlement is 1‘) per cent, higher than in the Governments 
where Jews are not allowed to reside, Prostitution and crime are also far less 
prevalent. There is one Jewish criminal to every 2,170 individuals, whereas 
among non-Jews the proportion is one to every 715, In the Pale the arrears of 
taxes are less than in Governments which are free from Jews, and in the 2 
Governments of the Pale every year eight million roubles less are spent in 
drink, a saving which enables the peasants to improve their land and pay their 
taxes. In regard to trade, Jews are mostly engaged in petty commerce. ‘I'he 
Jews in the Pale, who carry on business, form more than half of the trading 
population, but the total value of their income is 436 million roubles against 
that of 489 million roubles of the Christian minority, The great majority of 
Jews are small retail dealers, who earn from twenty to sixty kopeks a day, and 
in order to make even this minute profit they have to carry on business from 
twelve to sixteen hours daily. M. de Bloch estimates the number of Jewish 
handicraftsmen in the Pale at 3,101,560, which is nearly eighty per cent. of the 


entire number of working men, although they constitut 
of the whole population.

ROUMANIA.

Iam able to confirm the impression which prevails among well-informed 
Jews in England that the Carp Ministry is favourably inclined towards the 
amelioration of the condition of the Jews in Roumania. It is significant that 
a paragraph was published in the Roumanian newspaper, the /‘niversu!, 
announcing that the ministers were deliberating upon an alteration of the law 
concerning the residence of “aliens” | Jews! in rural districts where they are at 
present prohibited from settling. Probably this announcement is allowed to 
appear to accustom peoples’ minds gradually to the inevitable change. If the 
Law does get altered it will greatly relieve the pressure in the towns 
and will open a large field of industry to Jews. It is really only 
Mr. Filipescu who is the stumbling-block to reform : he was included in the new 
Ministry to keep him out of harm’s way, to avoid his ayitation against 
the Government, which would have greatly hindered, if not rendered impossible, 
Carp’s work. However, I hear that if later on he still actively oppoxes the 
neccessary reforms, Mr. Carp will require him to resign, as the Premier only 
accepted his present position upon certain conditions, prominent among which 
was areform of the law concerning “aliens.” Carp was able to dictate his con- 


ditions, because his acceptance of the position of Premier would be looked upon 
so favourably abroad. 


It is to England that the Jews now look for external pressure upon the 
Government, Sooner or later we hope that, at a propitious moment, the British 
Government alone, or with the rest of the Powers who signed the Berlin 
Treaty, will be induced to take up seriously the flagrant violation of the Berlin 
Treaty by Roumania. Really Roumania always reminds one of a wilful child who 
does not know what is good for it. The sooner it is taught to walk in the way 
it should go the better for it: The pity 1s that Roumania is retarding its own 
material progress. There are many possibilities for such a naturally rich young 
country were it only to take the sensible course of developing its resources, or 
rather allowing them to be developed. : 


One of the first things the Jews themselves have to do‘is to form them- 
selves into a community, and then to get it recognised by Government. They 
endeavoured to take this course a good many years back, when, as usual, there 
was strife between the German and Portuguese Jews, and nothing came of it. 


There js talk of replacing the Meat Tax by an assessment on each member 
of the Jewish community according to his supposed means. but I doubt very 
much if this is possible, especially in view of the strife that would be induced in 
connection with any such assessment, and of the difliculty in administering such 
afund. I do not speak only for Bucharest and Galatz, but for the other towns 
where Jews live. | 


The Jews in Roumania have senta petition tothe King calling his attention 
to the persecutions to which they are being subjected at the hands of the anti- 
Semitic League, and begging His Majesty to take pity on them and save them 
from their oppressors. Very pertinently they ask : * What have we done? 
Nothing, except to have been born in this country. We harm no one. All that 
we want is to work, in order to gain a living under the protection of the law.” 
An identical petition was sent to M, Carp, the Prime Minister. | 


M. Gallc, the well-known glass manufacturer at Nancy. has sent 11) francs 
to the Aurore for the fund it bas raised to relieve the Jewish emigrants from 
- Roumania. In a letter accompanying his donation, which the Aurore has pub- 
lished, M. Gallc speaks of the Jews having been driven from their country, to 
which they are indispensable, through the hatred and religious fanaticism of 
Roumanian Nationalist Boxers, He adds that unless the new Ministry adopts 
a different policy Roumania runs the risk of losing, if indeed it has not already 
lost, the sympathies to which it attached so much value. It would be imprudent 
for Roumania to dissipate by odious realities the poetic fiction that it was a 
rampartagainst the Ogre, an advance guard of civilisation, a small frail flower of 
humanity. 


The Viennacorrespondent of the 7imes telegraphed on Monday: A United 
States official appointed to investigate the condition of intending Roumanian 
Jewish emigrants to North America is now making inquiries in Vienna before 
| process to Bucharest. It will be remembered that the bulk’of the recent 

Jewish Roumanian refugees were ostensibly bound for Canada, The authorities 
in Washington seem to apprehend, however, that their choice of British 
American ports was due to a desire to evade the emigration laws of the United 
States, and that they intended to enter that country by a back door, crossing the 
Canadian frontier at some point where it would be possible to escape the vigi- 
lance of the local American authorities, I understand that, in anticipation of 
‘such attempts, the United States Government has largely increased its staff 
of frontier inspectors. From what I hear of the character of these emigrants 
they would appear to be still less suitable for a mainly agricultural land like 


rg than for one with an extensive and growing industry like the United 
es, | 


The following letter (dated August 23rd), from Mr. Herbert G. Lousada,was 


published in Tuesday’s Zi mes : 


S1R,—The communication from the Roumanian Charge d'Affaires concerning the 
position of the Jews in Roumania, which appeared in your issue of the 22nd, and which 
you published at his request, is unfortunately unconvincing. The allegation that Jews 
have been driven away from rural districts is indeed not denied, but the statement that 
certain Jews have been authorised to establish themselves in the rural communes is only 
half the truth, for the Minister has omitted to state that these authorisations—no matter 
what may be their date—are liable at any moment to be cancelled by a vote of the district 
council, That the councils are not chary of exercising these powers any one who will 

take the trouble to investigate the facts may learn for himself. 


It is true that many Jews in Moldavia are farmers, but the Minister does not add that 

their enjoyment of the land is hampered with restrictions, that infer alia they have no 
powers of alienation, and that their tenure is precarious. 
_ The Minister admits that naturalisation cannot be easily obtained, but states that it 
is not impossible for Jews to acquire it, and as an instance informs us that two barristers 
have been naturalised during the past year. The ‘number is certainly not large, but it 
would have been more to the point if he had mentioned how many persons have applied 
for naturalisation and been refused, and whether such refusal was not based solely, 
although perhaps not admittedly, on the fact that the applicants were Jews. 

It may or may not be true that no trial for a ritual crime has ever taken place in 
Roumania; the statement is certainly a very bald one, but it mast not therefore be 
iuferred that accasations of having c»mmitted this crime have been lacking. 

An anti-Semitic league would be superfluous in a country where the Government of 
each successive Ministry has given repeated evidence of its anti-Semitic feeling and has 


¢ 


consistently and persistently had recourse to every device ingenuity coud suzgest tu 
nullify and stultify one of the cardinal provisions of the Treaty of Berlin. 


Herr von Helmolt, Director of the North German Lloyd Company, has 
written to the Rabbi of Bremen, expressing his sympathy with the unfortunate 
Jewish emigrants from Roumania, and strongly recommending that they should 
be established in the United States in preference to Canada. He advises that 
‘T'exas should be selected, for in that Siate there is nlenty of land as yet uncul- 
tivated, and the prospects are excellent, Herr von Helmolt, who lived for many 
years in the United States, has volunteered personally to go into the matter 
should effect be given to his suggestion.

To-morrow the Sultan of Turkey celebrates the 25th 
year of his reign, and the Jews of his dominions, in 
common with their fellow-subjects of other creeds, will 
assemble in prayer in their synagogues for the preservation of His Majesty's 
life. The Sultan is not a very popular personage ‘in Christian Europe. 
Notwithstanding his strict fidelity to his personal promises on the 
re-organization of the finances of his country, he has earned various 
unpleasant epithets, and has drawn down on himself the burning wrath 
of at least one Gentile minister of repute. The Armenian imbroglio is still 
unexplained, the repression of the conspiracy was sanguinary, and the Sultan 
has not convinced Europe that it was not unnecessarily so. All the more 
remarkable, therefore, becomes the unquestionable partiality which Abdul 
Hamid has invariably evinced for the Jews of his Empire—a partiality 
which would seem to support the theory that his antipathy to 
his Armenian subjects—which has had such bloody consequences— 
is based on something besides religious feeling. Our Constantinople 
| correspondent, in another column, enumerates some of the acts of kindness 
which the Jews have experienced at his hands. These included the forma- 
tion of a Relief Committse and the contribution of a handsome sum of money 
to succour the Jewish sufferers from a serious fire ; the conferring on Jews, 
for the first time, of the rank of Pasha, the appointment of Jewish doctors 
to attend the Imperial person—a remarkable perpetuation of a medieval prac- 
tice,—the vigorous suppression of anti-Jewish disturbances (contrasting 
remarkably with his alleged apathy in the case of the Armenian Massacres ), 
the desire to enlist Jews in the service of the State—as shown in his appoint- 
ments to the Council of State, the diplomatic service and the Provincial 
Governments ; and his anxiety to provide an asylum and relief for the 
outcast Jewry of Roumania. Perhaps the most extraordinary evidence of 
Imperial good-will is his annual gift of 8,000 francs for the purpose of 
providing the Jewish poor with Passover Cakes. Naturally enough, 
the Jews of Turkey eagerly grasp this outstretched hand of friendship, and 


the Sultan has no more ardently loyal subjects than the Jews who will pray 
for his welfare on Saturday.

Mr, Oscar S. Straus, the gentleman we: refer to, has, 
as our readers will remember, on two separate occasions received this appoint- 
ment, and has been highly praised in the States for his successful 
protection of the interests of American Christian Missions in the Turkish 
Dominions. Altogether the Jews of Turkey have cause for gratitude to the 
great ruler at Yildiz Kiosk. If there is anything to accentuate the interest felt 
in this fact it is the singular friendship which another Mohammedan ruler, the 
Shah of Persia, also evinces for his Jewish subjects. If the Sultan cares 
for the bodies of the Jews (at Passover), the Shah is equally concerned for 
their mental equipment, and regularly subsidises the Jewish School 
at Teheran. Nor indeed, it is interesting to remember, is that 
other Moslem jotentate—the Sultan Morocco—unfriendly to 
the Jews of his dominions. This’ kindliness of the Moham- 
medan rulers to the Jews is, in fact, a very curious 
phenomenon of the modern world—curiour, that is to say, not in itself, but 
because of its contrast with the attitude of some Christian nation. Is it not 
a strange thing that toleration which is a mere name, or a hated memory, 
in some parts of Gentile Europe should be such a living reality 
in despised and backward Turkey? There is no * pale” in ‘Tarkey, 
no brutal oppression leading perforce to emigration, nu persecution of Jewish 
soldiers because they are Jews. no kidnapping of Jewish girls; and the 
contrast is heightened by the fact that the State whose reputation in the 
gentle art of crushing the lives and souls out of its Jewish subjects is greatest 
—we refer to Roumania—'s the very one which [urope tore from Turkey, 
because it would not allow a subject people to be oppressed by Turkish intole- 
-rance. All this is food for reflection to the publicists and thinkers of 
latter-day Lurope. 


The friendliness of the Sultan brings into stronger 


Turkey and _ relief the danger of the national aspirations of the 
Zionism. Zionist movement. Distance, journalistic compression. 


and ; ossibly other causes, have rendered it difficult to 
discern sometimes how far those aspirations were still being entertained. 
Occasionally it seemed, from the apparently scant. references made to them, 
that they had ceased to influence the promoters of the movement, and in 
England especially, it looked as if they were rapidly fading into the back- 
ground of impossible desiderata. lor this reason we asked a few 
weeks ago for some clear and definite pronouncement upon the subject 
at the ()ueen’s Hall Congress. Though no formal announcement 
was made, English Jews were not left in doubt as to the 
ideas of Zionists in this connection. Political Zionism, 
the theory of a Jewish State is, to judge from the speeches 
delivered at the Congress, as far from being abandoned as ever. What we 
may be pardoned for calling the cloven hoof. of nationalism peeped out of 
almost every oration. The speakers discoursed grandiloquently of * our flag” 
and ‘our land.” Mr. Zangwill, who still stands shivering on the brink, and 
thrilled his hearers with the brave declarations of unofficial Zionism, expressed 
the hope that ‘the Jewish State will come.” Dr. Gaster spoke of the 
“resuscitation of our nation.’ Dr. Herzl, again, compared the 
revival of the Jewish nation with the unification of Germany and 
Italy, and dreamed of ‘the day when the flag will wave over a 
happy Israel.” These and similar remarks leave little doubt as 
to the ultimate purposes of the Zionist movement; and the point 
that suggests itself is this; Either the Zionists are thinking only 
of a petty Jewish political entity under the suzerainty of the Sultan 
in which case their language is so excessively grandiloquent as to be posi 
tively ludicrous ; or else they go in their thoughts far beyond this idea, and 
hope fora really independent State, in which case the friendship of the 
Sultan just alluded to would not be worth twelve months’ purchase. That 
the Sultan assumes the second of the two alternatives to be the correct one 
may be fairly presumed from his recent action regarding immigration. We 
hope that the Zionist leaders who profess themeelves so anxious to find an 
asylum for outcast Jewry are satistied with their first steps in the process of 
converting a sympathetic friend into a suspicions enemy.

The Mational: Jewish nation is hugged with such vigour and pleasure. 
Idea. We cannot appreciate its overpowering attractions. 
Rescue oppressed Jews, if you like, colonise Palestine 

as vigorously as you )lease—consistently with elementary caution—deliver 
your brethren wherever you can; in what respects are the flesh-pots of 
nationalism essential to this work? Surely the Jewish problem is economic 
rather than political or national. We cannot, indeed, understand how 
Zionists, as reasonable men, regard the Jewish State as a practicable 


policy. Dr. Herzl, in his brilliant oration on the opening day of the 
Congress, recognised that’‘‘the Retarn is a matter of political moment to 
the Powers that have interests in Asia.’ (f course it is. Valestine 
is not only the centre of the politico-religious hopes of at least one Karopean 
Power, itis as Dr, Herzl has himself told us “ the shortest road to Asia,” 
and a land of strategic importance to the peoples of urope. In the hands 
of the Jews it becomes perforce an unfriendly Power to Russia, which that 
country could never tolerate. In the hands of Russia, it severs the British 
Kimpire in twain. Muscovite aspirations in th’s portion of the Near last are 
only a half-concealed secret. It is even whispered that the big Russian 
Monastery at Jerusalem, “ jadiciously placed on a position which commands 
the city,” is nothing less than a huge fortress in disguise. A recent writer 
mentions significantly that ‘multitudes of pilgrims who yearly flock 
to Jerusalem at the expense of the Russian (overnment and the Orthodox 
Society of Palestine, are largely composed of men who have served or 
are serving in the armies of the Tsar,” and he goes on to ask why “ Iinssia is 
constantly buying up land in Palestine, showing, too, a strange preference for 


those spots whose strategical value the military instincts of former ages have 


marked in ruined castle and fortalice.’ These and similar points that might 
be noted may be exaggerations, but they indicate the general belief in Russian 
ambitions in the Iloly Land—ambitions which reduce Jewish Nationalism 
to a shadow anda nullity. We confess we should prefer to hear that the 
Tsar had smiled beneticently on the proposed Jewish State than that the 


had done so.

But if the theory of the Jewish State endangers the 


‘*Nationalism friendship of the Sultan in the first place, and is imprac- 
as an ticable in the second, we are not, in the third instance, 
Ideal.’’ captivated by its purely idealistic attributes. We are 

not dazzled by the particular virtues attaching to modern 

Nationality. (ne at least of the great States with which Dr. Herzl compared 


the new Israel is far from being an unqualified success, and the attributes and 
proceedings of the Balkan nationalities (Roumania, Bulgaria, and Servia), 
do not at all impress us with’ the moral advantages of setting up the 
paraphernalia of a State. Zionists, we know, dream of an ideal Govern- 
ment: but caught in the meshes of international rivalries and diplomacies, 
as Palestine would be, and faced with a dozen other hard necessities 
and difficulties. the dream will . remain a vision only and nothing 
more. We have, indeed, considerable sympathy with Mr. Israel Abrahams’ 
views of political Zionism as an ‘echo of the retrograde neo-nationalism 
of modern Europe —the extreme nationalism which led the King of Italy, 
the other day, to warn his Parliament to ‘ train the young men (of Italy) in the 
worship of the fatherland,’ the extreme nationalism which, extruding every- 
thing, even remotely alien, from its midst, is largely the producer of Conti- 
nental anti-Semitism. We do not see what moral benefit is to accrue to 
Israel from pandering to this nationalist spirit. Iather are we disposed to 
agree with the language which Mr. Zangwill himself puts into the mouth of 
oae of his characters in the » Conciliator of Christendom,” 
to the yearning for ‘‘our own country ” 
he remarks : 


“Hush! Do you share that materialistic dream? Our realm is spiritual. 
Nationality—the world stinks with it! Germany for the Germans; Russia for 
the Russians; foreigners to the devil—pah! egomania posing as patriotism. 
Human brotherhood is what we stand for.”

The extravagant 

and Gentile. attention—considering the disproportion of their 

2 numbers—that has been focussed on them has 
hardly had either a pleasurable or a 

them or their fortunes; and most Jews, we imagine, would fain 

retire out of the limelight and be allowed to go their way in peace 

and oblivion. But, while this yearning must surely enter into the souls of 


Continental Jewry, here, in England, it must needs assume a less acute form. 


Not that English journals and English publicists do not cultivate a remark- 
able interest in things Jewish. On the contrary, the eagerness with which 
the smallest details of our religious or communal life is canvassed is 
astonishing, and to Jews themselves—let us add—not unembarrassing, 


especially when some venerable custom which hascome down during the centuries — 


is revealed to the (‘entile world, and trumpeted as a triumph of journalistic 
enterprise. But the essential difference between the attentions of our English 
and our Continental critics is that whereas the former are actuated by a kindly 
curiosity, the latter are often animated by sheer malevolence and a 
desire to turn their knowledge to good account in the anti-Semitic 
interest. The kindly interest of the Knglish press was, indeed, well illustrated 
in its comments on the proceedings of the recent Zionist Congress. 
Criticisms there certainly were—but almost invariably sympathetic with 


beneficial influence upon 
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Julaism—and rarely consciously hostile. This attitude was upon all fours | 


with that taken up with regard to the Roumanian immigrants, which, whether 
it was that of the high Tory or the extreme Radical, was, in almost every case, 
one of utter abhorrence- of the methods pursued at Bucharest. That 
this attitude fully accorded with that of the English people in general 
we do not for a moment doubt. Here, in England then, publicity is not the 
unmixed evil it is on the Continent, and English Jews while rejoicing in this 
exception gladly pay their tribute of honour to the noble traditions of the people 
among whose citizens they are proud to be numbered; while the similar 
tributes which fell from the Continental delegates at the recent Congress 
show that the lofty example Great Britain sets is not forgotten by our sorely 
distressed brethren abroad, but held ever in kindly remembrance by them. 


The amicable relations that happily prevail between Jew 
and Gentile in this country are illustrated in an almost 
touching manner in the letter on the Country Holiday 
Fand published in another column. The wonderful 
kindliness of heart and absolute freedom from racial 
bias which can lead a Gentile clergyman to twice deprive himself of his own

holiday in order that a number of Hebrew children may enjoy a breath of | 


the pure country, is something to linger over in these days of bitter estrange- 
ment. The Jewish Country Holiday Fund itself, we are truly glad to see, 
still goes on its generous way in spite of the sterner and more 
imperious demands recently on the resources of the charitable. 
There is no philanthropic agency which the community more 
heartily wishes well to. With the growing congestion in the End End even 
a week in the spaciousness and amid the beauty of the green fields will put life 
into the saplings of Israel. And while it may help to brace and vivify the young 
generation, and restore the physical vigour lost in theimprisonment of the (: hetto, 
it may also, perhaps, aid, in some measure, in the revival of that love of the 
country and the soil, which the cruelty of oppression has temporarily driven 
from our nature. Side by side with the work of the Jewish Country Holiday 
Fand, must be placed in this connection the equally valuable work of the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade. The way to. the soul is often through the body. The Jew will 
at the least, not lose any of his spirituality by having his limbs strengthened 
and his sinews stiffened, by straightening up the * ghetto bend,’ and by 
cultivating a. mens sana in sano corpore. The two agencies which are thus 
making for the physical regeneration of our peoj'e deserve at once our 
symjathy and our gratitude. . 


The Jews of Central Asia. 


FROM OUR ST, PETERSBURG CORRESPONDENT. 
Sr. Prererspure, AvGusr 21, 100. 

A new law has just appeared affecting the so-calléd Central Asiatic Jews, 
When Bukhara, Khiva, and other Khanates in Central Asia were conquered 
by Russia, the Jews living there obtained the same rights as the native 
inhabitants of these districts. ‘hey became in a sense privileged Jews, and 
might reside in any part of the country. The new law which was published 
yesterday will involve a certain curtailment of these rights. In the towns 
bordering on ‘Turkestan, only those “Central Asiatic” Jews may reside 
who possess a trade certificate. As regards the other districts belonging to 
Russia, a limit of five years is placed, i.c., till August, 1905, Up to that: time, 
_ the above-named Jews may travel everywhere for trade purposes and remain 
where they please. At the termination of the period of five years. however, 
they become subject to the general laws relating to Russian Jews now in 


existence, é.¢., they may not go outside the Pale of Settlement. 


A Russian Jewish Engineer Killed in Manchuria. 


Herr Ignaz Abramowitsch Berenstein, a Jew, a native of Kietf, has been 
killed in the Far East whilst discharging his duties as an engineer. In 18) he 
obtained sn appointment as First Engineer at W ladiwostock, and a year later he 
was sent to Zizikar. where he was given the direction of the Fifth District of the 
Eastern Chinese Railway. (n the 2nd July, Herr Berenstein had occasion 
to go, by steamer, to Chabarowsk, and when the vessel was three days out it was 
attacked by Chinese, who killed thirteen of the passengers. Unfortunately 
Herr Berenstein was included among the victims, 

A memorial service was celebrated on the 19th of August in the St. Petersburg 
Great Synagogue. The service was attended by Prince Khilkoff, the Russian 
Minister of Means of Communication, the relatives of the deceased and his 
fellow-engineers in the service. The choir sang under the direction of the 
Cantor, Mr. Ressler. The Rabbi, Mr. Drabkin delivered the followin, 
oration :— 


“ Amid the glorious names which in recent days have acquired popularity 
a place will undoubtedly be occupied by the name of the engineer, Ignaz Beren. 
stein, who fell by a Chinese bullet. We all here dedicate to him our prayers and 
our tears. Unseen behind us stands the entire Jewish community sorrowiny 
the loss of one of its best sons. The heroic death of Ignaz Berenstein appear- 
as an eloquent proof that the love of one’s country and the readiness to sacrifice 
for it one’s life, do not constitute the peculiarity of the followers of any one 
religion. The Jews are proud of those amongst them to whose lot fal] the 
honour to die for their country.. The Jews have always acknowledged their 
duty to the land in which they dwell ; have shed and will continue to shed their 
blood for their respective countries. The blood shed by our coreligionists for 
their country serves as an eternal link which connects us with our fellow. 
countrymen. Ignaz Berenstein, burning with a desire to be useful to his 
country, went to the far-off border despising all hardships and difficulties. 
He paid with his life for his noble impulses. His memory, I trust, will be . 
cherished, not only by those who knew him closely, but by the millions of his 
coreligionists to whom the honour and glory of their country are so dear,”

The 25th Anniversary of the Sultan’s Accession. 


OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 2OTH AUGUST, 

On the Ist September will be celebrated throughout the Turkish kimpire 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of Sultan Abdul Hamid’s accession to the throne. 
and by none of his subjects more heartily than by the Jews, who desire to 
testify to their magnanimous Sovereign their profound gratitude for the 
favours which he never ceases to bestow upon them. It may, therefore, be 
appropriate if I briefly narrate some of the principal facts affecting the Jews 
during the reign of the Sultan, who almost from the very beginning manifested 
marked sympathy for us, 

Eighteen years ago, a terrible fire occurred at Haskeuy, a quarter of Con- 
stantinople where the greater portion of the Jewish population is concentrated. 
About a thousand houses were destroyed, and more than six thousand Jews 
were left without a shelter. The Sultan, who was deeply affected by this 
disaster, immediately formed a Relief Committee, under his own Presidentship, 
and headed the subscription list with a personal donation of 25.00 francs. 


In 1881-82, on the occasion of the persecutions in Russia, the Sultan, at an 


audience which he gave to the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, expressed his deep regret 
at these persecutions, and at the same time he gave utterance to sentiments of 
good-will for the entire house of Israel. | 

Before the present Sultan ascended the throne, no Jew had attained the 
rank of Pasha, which is equal to that of General. The first among our 
coreligionists to receive this high distinction was Dr. Elias Cohen, who has the 
rank of Vice-Admiral. Following the example of his predecessors, the Sultan 
has attached a Jewish doctor to his person. ‘This post is held by Dr, Elias 
Cohen Pasha, At present, there are five Jewish doctors possessing the’title of 
Pasha, who are in the service of the Army and Navy. They are: Dr. Elias 
Cohen Pasha, Physician of the Naval Hospital; Dr. Isaac Molho Pasha, 
Inspector-General of the Imperial Fleet; Dr. Jacques Nissim Pasha, Chief 
Surgeon of Military Hospital at Salonica : Dr. Isaac Hadjez Pasha, Physician of 
the Medical Hospital at Smyrna: and Dr. Fano Pasha. Member of the Sanitary 
Council of the Prefecture of Constantinople. In the Civil Service, no Jew had 
before the time of Abdul Hamid II. obtained the rank of Bala, which is equiva- 
lent to the grade of (reneral of Division in the Army. . At present, two Jews 
hold this rank, viz., his Excellency Daoud HMifendi Motho, First Dragoman of 
the Imperial Divan, and Aaron Etfendi de Leon, the Principal Jeweller to the 
Palace. Lieut.-Col. Moise Bey Dalmédico (descendant of the celebrated 
mathematician of Candia), is First Dragoman of the Minister of Marine. 
There are also a Colonel, two  Lieutenant-Colonels, seven or eight 
Majors, and some fifteen Captains, all of them doctors in the service of both 
branches of the Imperial forces. 

In 1Xx5, a riot against the Jews was committed by Grreeks and Armenians at 
Kadi-Keuy, one of the most important faubourgs of Constantinople.  Iis 
Majesty ordered that rigorous proceedings should be taken against the ring- 
leaders, and on this occasion he expressed to Dr. Elias Cohen Pasha his friendly 
feelings towards oppressed Jews. 

The present Sultan was the first Turkish sovereign to grant regular salaries 
to Chief Rabbis of Turkey, thereby giving them the status of officials of the 
State. Every year at Passover his Imperial Majesty sends 8,000 francs to the 
Chief Rabbi for distribution among poor Jews in this City who have not the 
means wherewith to buy Matzoth. . 

About ten years ago Abdul Hamid conceived the idea of giving his Jewish 
subjects a proof of his confidence, and of his belief in their loyalty, by admitting 
them into the actual service of the Army. His Majesty sent for the Chief Rabbi 
in order to ask him whether the Jewish religion forbade Jews to serve in an 
Army. Naturally the Chief Rabbi replied that Judaism required its followers 
to pay every tribute to the State, including the tribute of blood. At this 
audience the Sultan informed the Chief Rabbi that he would be very glad if the 
number of Jewish functionaries in the employ of the State could be increased. 
The project was not put into execution. No reason was given ; but it can easily 
be guessed. Only Mahommedans are allowed to serve in the Army, and if 
the Sultan had admitted the Jews ademand might have been made that he 
should similarly treat other non-Mahommedan subjects, in whom. perhaps, he 
has not.the same confidence. 

During the Turco-Greek War the Jews in the Empire gave striking proofs 
of their patriotism. A large number of young men enrolled themselves as 
volunteers, and large sums were subscribed by Jewish notables for the Army, 
His Imperial Majesty gave expression to his great satisfaction by addressing an 
Imperial Rescript to M. Moise Livy, the Chief Rabbi of Turkey. | 

To-day, thanks to the goodwill of the Sultan, the access of Jews to the 
different departments of the State is less ditlicult than was formerly the case. 
The Council of State has a Jewish member, his Excellency, Bohor Effendi 
Esk‘nasy, The number of Jews in the diplomatic service has largely increased. 
There are about fifteen Chancellors, Consuls and Vice-Consuls representing 
Turkey abroad ; and at home a few Jews are at the head of Provincial Govern- 
ments, notably, Joseph Effendi Kriever. | : 


During the last few months the Sultan has given one more proof of his | 


lively sympathy with our persecuted brethren in Roumania, by sanctioning 
their settlement in Asia Minor, and granting them land and relief in money. 

In the face of all these favours how can we remain indifferent towards a 
monarch who shows us such goodwill? Our sentiments of gratitude are the 
greater when we think of the painful situation of our coreligionists in certain 
so-called civilised countries of Europe and contrast their position with our own 
in Turkey. Our affection for our Sovereign and for his Empire ig-strong and 
unchangeable. 

The Jews, therefore, have good reason for assembling in their synagogues 
on Sabbath, the Ist of September, and offering up ardent prayers for the 
preservation of the Sultan's life.

All Jewish banking and commercial houses 
will be closed during the three days that the festivities will last. 


Sermon by Dr. Gaster at’ the Yarmouth 


Synagogue. 


On Saturday morning last the Great Yarmouth Synagogue was well filled 
by residents and Jewish visitors on the occasion of the delivery of a sermon 
by Dr. M. GAsreER, who was staying in the town for a holiday, and willingly 
acceded to the desires of the little community in Yarmouth to preach a 
sermon in. aid of the local Hospital Saturday Fund. 

Dr, GAsteR chose for his text the words: ‘ Behold I place before thee 
this day blessing and curse.” Every single word of this sentence, said the 
preacher, requires careful attention and examination, fur each word is full of 
deep significance, “ Behold,’ ¢.c , look, open your eyes, and see! Often will it 
happen that we are either incapable of seeing God’s goodness, His Mercy, and 
His blessing, or unwilling to see; that we close our eyes or turn our head, and 
refuse to recognise facts which stare us in the face. Often will we be unwilling 
to listen to those who advise the opening of the eye, or who attemptit. But 
we are left no excuse : Behold, look, open your eyes, and see. The Lord giveth 
you the choice. You are to choose between blessing and curse. (nce again we 
are not allowed to plead that we are not free agents of our actions, We are told 
in the plainest manner possible that it rests entirely with us to select that which 
pleases us most. That we are to abide with the consequences of our choice, 
and not to resort to the usual device of finding fault with 
others, of seeing the cause of our fortunes and more often of 
our misfortunes in the acts of others, to shift our responsibilities 
upon the shoulders of others, and to plead that if this or that 
circumstance would have allowed us we would have acted differently. No, we 


are free agents, and we are enjoined to choose between blessing and curse, | 


happiness and misery. There is now no greater difficulty than to define bless- 
ing. Each one will give his own definition, each one will consider something 
else as a blessing, and how often are we unable to distinguish a true blessing, It 
is again the question of the open eye, of the clear discrimination, which teaches 
us to appreciate things at their proper value. Do we not often murmur against 
what appears to be a severe trial, are we not often dissatisfied with manv a 
burden which we say js imposed upon us and presses heavily on us’ But in the 
length of time we find that it was for our best, and we often hear the late recog- 
nition of this truth when He said“ it was a blessing in disguise.” Often after 


. the loss we become aware of God's gifts which we have been enjoying without 


being aware of them, without appreciating them at their full value. One of 
such blessings, expressly mentioned in our very Book, almost with the same 
words, is: Lite and health. So long as we enjoy perfect health we are either 
unwilling or incapable of recognising the great gift from God's hand, but as soon 
as it begins to give way, as soon as we find our health impaired, our strength 
weakened, then our eyes get opened, and we strive with might and main to 
recover the lost blessing. It is for this main reason that many resort 
to this place to the enjoyment ‘of God's creation, the pure air, 
the warm sunshine, the breezy sea. No more fitting opportunity 
for remembering those who are now bereft of this very gift of 
health, who are pining fora breath of fresh air, who are cooped up in the 
hospital wards, longing for the restoration of their shattered health, looking for- 
ward eagerly to enjoy again the greatest of blessings, health. This day has been 
set aside in this town as the day on which the sufferers in the hospital are to be 
remembered with sympathy, it is the local Hospital-day. We Jews need not be 
urged to works of charity, but it is merely again the opening of the eye to see 
that this is the special day and to show now your sympathy in a practical 
manner, and your appreciation of God's blessing by contributing to help others 
to regain that blessing one hour quicker. Physical health alone, however, is not 
sufticient to keep usin true life. A life without a healthy soul, without higher 
alms, is no life at all, and in our Book of Books we read the conditions which 
alone guarantee us the true enjoyment of life. In modern times we are often 
tempted to look to other examples in the hope of living, as we imagine, a truer 
life in accordance and in harmony with the altered circumstances. No true 
happiness has as yet followed this changed mode of life, nor can it bring with it 
a true, lasting lite. when we depart from the grand teachings of trutb. morality, 
self-respect, which are enumerated in these portions of the Law, and upon the 
fulfilment of which depends the accomplishment of that divine blessing. True 
progress can only then be achieved when we learn to see the modern in the light 
of the old and blend the teachings of the past with the requirements of moderna 
times, preserving the life-giving element in its totality and pristine integrity 


and beauty. The same requirement of true life applies as well to individuals — 
as to communities. We cannot carry outa full life in isolation, in separation, 


in the satisfaction of personal aims nor even in the fulfilment of individual 
duties. We must not forget that we have to fulfil also communal duties, we 
have to keep the fountainhead of our communal life pure, and look to life 
permanent, life divine, to radiate from the centre of our communal unity into 
every household, into every family. The synagogue must be the rallying point, 
the ever-flowing well of life-giving water to the whole community. You here 
are to free yourselves from the Ghetto in which you have placed your house 
of worship. All round, everything is moving, the old narrow lanes and rows are 
fast disappearing. Air, light, life is taking the place of the mediwval narrow 
thoroughfares cramped and darkened, and will you locate your permanent 
house of divine worship in one of these narrow rows as if you were ashamed of 
your worship, and tried to hide the service from the eyes of others’ Will you 


allow your children to find an excuse for shunning the house of God, will you 


cover up your fountain of life? Out of these dark narrow places into free air, 
into the open space to show your adherence to the old faith and your allegiance 
to the eternal divine law! Glory in the face of the nations so that with the 
prophet we shall say that the Holy One of Israel is placing His glory upon us, 
and it will be evident that we have chosen blessings for us, and for those after 
us. Life everlasting. Amen.

VIGNETTES OF THE VELDT. 


} The Peak of Teneriffe was cloud-capped as we lazily made the roadstead of 
Santa Cruz. There was something curicusly Oriental about the first sight of 
the cathedral-city of those Spanish “Isles of the Blest.’ Built, haphazard and 
straggling, on the long slopes of the lower heights of the Great Peak, it seemed 
dwarfed by the giant works of nature round about—a toy-city, in fact. But, 
in truth, its buildings, with their coats of many colours, are substantial enough 
when seen at close quarters. And the Plaza, electric-lighted by night, thronged 
with sloe-eyed Spanish maidens attended by their Duennas, is picturesque 
enough, ‘Their exquisitely-worked mantillas are silently clamorous with an 
international but inarticulate vocabulary: a more efficient “ Volapiik” than 
any yet invented ! | 

And no respite frdm coreligionists, even in these remote islands otf the 
North African littoral. There is no profession which we do not practise, and 
the diplomatic service, especially from its consulas aspects, is certainly not 
unknown to us, The United States Ambassador at Constantinople is one of us. 


A Jew guides the destinies of Young Japan in Melbourne; another, of Germany’ 


in Otago; another, of Italy in London. And, in Santa Cruz, one of our 
people protects American interests in that city. I liked him. He was 
American but not un-Jewish. He could easily have been put into Charles Dana 
Gibson’s Picture Portfolio and taken part in the “ Education of Mr. Pipp,” or have 
come out of one of Richard Harding Davis’ stories. 
liked him and Mr, Howells too—in his earlier manner. We had thegreatest kinship 
man could have—a common race and a common religion—and we “chumined up.” 
There isa freemasonry which I have found the world over, a freemasonry more 
potent than signs and aprons and lodges—I mean the insistent appeal of 
Judaism, not so much from the religious as from the racial point of view. We 
can link Santa Cruz and Ceres and MonteVideo, and Hobart and Wanganu; 
with an indissoluble chain, a chain which the disintegrating influences of con- 
tlicting political and social institutions cannot impair, for it is eternal, co-existent 
with our own existence. Travel teaches a Jew one thing, if nothing else, that 
we are one—‘‘all Israel are brethren.’ This is the great lesson which is taught 
to every wandering Jew who has not tried. for the time being. to enshroud his 
religious identity in cowardly mystery. There is nothing to lose, and a good 
deal to gain, by remembering who we are and what we are. From the most 
worldly standpoint there are worse things than being a Jew. o., 

But the dolls-houses of Santa Cruz are growing hazy in the tropical mists. 
The Peak has dotfed nightcap, and stands revealed in the early morning half- 
light. It is disappointing. Mount Egmont, in Taranaki, near 4,000 feet lower. is 
much more impressive. The summit of the Peak stands fifteen miles 
distant from the sea, and lacks the splendid isolation of Egmont and 
Fusiyama..... | 

Travelling down the African littoral, well out of sight of land, is somewhat 
tantalising work, It reminds one of Koko’s words to the disguised Prince in 
the “ Mikado,” “ There will be fireworks, but you won't be here to see them.” 
We know—owing to the early training given us by cherishing parents—that 
we are passing mock Republics and malaria-ridden swamps, vast tracts of 
unexplored territory, lands black with savage hordes, sun-stroked and fever- 
stricken. We know, but we arnt there tosee. Wedo not sight land till we 
are within a few hours of Table Bay. But the first sight of South Africa 
dispels all doubts as to our whereabouts if, with the polite scepticism of land- 
lubbers, we have doubted the efficiency of the sextant. One feels it cannot be 
anything else than South Africa. A low sandy desert-waste with gentle upward 
slope extends for miles inland. Tier upon tier of jagged, chaotic mountains fill 
in the horizon. One feels that nature has managed things on a large scale, 
that there will be plenty of room to walk about when one gets ashore. ~% 

The Cape Town * Lovers’ Walk” is in full bloom, The interlacing boughs 
tunnel Government Avenue, From where it opens out between Parliament 
Buildings and the Library the slope of Adderley Street looks like a Regent 
Street, bounded at Piccadilly Circus by the sea and at Oxford Circus by Table 
Mountain. From the top of Government Avenue is seen the back of the 
Mount Nelson Hotel, the last civilisation before the Front. It is the Mayfair 
of Cape Town—the Carlton Hotel of South Africa. The war has shifted 
Society, in a very real sense, from Belgravia to Table Bay. Life at the Mount 
Nelson is brilliant but transitional ; it is not unlike the Ball before Waterloo. 
There is a fevered sense of “ Carpe diem ”—‘ pluck thy fair hour” before the 
‘‘dum-dum”’ for ever puts a stop to the amenities of Society, to Piccadilly, to 
the Riviera, to Hurlingham and the rest. -, 

The Mount Nelson Hotel is not unlike the Star and Garter at Richmond 
but not so Bohemian. From its windows, not the silvery water-silk ribbon of 
the winding Thames, but the transports in spacious Table Bay are seen; not 
the distant towers of Windsor Castle, but the sandy desert-wastes on the other 
side of the peninsula, backed by the first rugged presages of the distant. Karroo 
ene Vases... a A mixed multitude jostles in Cape Town’s dusty streets, a 
crowd intensely and aggressively cosmopolitan, throng its thoroughfares. Anda 
motley crew, indeed; Malays, Dutch, Indians, Basutos, Swazis, Zulus, Kaffirs, 
Hottentots, Afrikanders, Jews, Germans, and last (and least) English—as many 
peoples as the “motes that visit the sunbeams,’ It is the apotheosis of 
cosmopolitanism ; the whipped cream of society and the flotsam and jetsam of 
humanity in fantastic juxtaposition, And Russian refugees everywhere. They 
haunt one in the Shipping Offices, in the Docks, in the Botanical Gardens. 
They trouble one least in synagogue. Theirs is, indeed, a difficult problem, 
Many are put to work on the Flats at Claremont, they are given kosher and 
wholesome food at the Produce Market, which, as I remarked in a former 
letter, has been converted into such an excellent Shelter. Everything is done 
for them which human ingenuity can suggest. But the problem remains, 
Sphinx-like, menacing, insoluble. 

Send them to England and we but shift the problem from the African 
the English littoral.

ind me to their faults, From what I saw of the Russian Jew in Cape 
Sone lar Wovcuber and December. demoralised by flight and loss and fear, 
three:potent factors in influencing any temperament, I cannot but believe that 
many of them must have been somewhat difficult to treat on ship-board, somewhat 
untractable—in the lethargic and enervating tropics, for instance. Steerage 
passengers are steerage passengers the world over, and probably our people are 
no better and no worse than the average. And one can never lose sight of what 
Mr. Henry Seton Merriman aptly calls “ the irritability” of Africa. Add to 
this the unnatural and hectic flush in things caused by the war, and we cannot 
be surprised if the unsavoury combination influenced—and scarcely for good— 
theimpressionable temperament of the Russian J ew. Such would but be a natura! 
corollary following up n the known postulates of his psychology. For we cannot 
ignore psychology in these things. They are terrible things—loss and failure— 
when Tantalus-like the grapes of success seemed hanging down in clusters dull 
with bloom. Tragedy for ever mocks their footsteps. — It is but from one 
oppression to another; tossed from shore to shore.—‘‘ O thou afHicted tossed 
with tempest and not comforted,"—But there are brighter aspects of 
our participation in the war which I have already had the pleasure 
of writing about. (Jewish Chronicle, December 22nd, 1899), I mean 
the noble work of the Rev. Professor Bender, practical help on. the line 
and at the Front, Colonel Harrisof Kimberley, and Colonel Goldsmid of Zionist 
fame, and the brilliant band of Jewish soldiery who have proved with their 
life’s blood that the spirit of Judas Maccabweus still walks abroad. 
From the top of the Kloof I look down upon Ceres, amphitheatred in the 
mountains which are silhouetted, with almost painful correctness, against the 
naked South African sun. Every stone blazes like a precious stone ; every 
stone stands out like a jewel embossed in a silver setting. There is no measure 
of distance. One can travel this day and the next and the day after in the 
light two-wheeled Cape cart, and still the mountains, will-o'-the-wisp like, will 
recede before one, miraged in the dwarfing and penetratingly brilliant 
atmosphere. 

What a curious psychological problem is the desire after the unattainable ! 
Nowhere does one experience such painful curiosity to see the ‘ other side " of 
the mountains—“ the wood beyond the world "—as in that exquisite district in 
Cape Colony. One experiences this fantastic curiosity when among the Southern 
Alps of New Zealand, amidst the snow-fields of Mount Cook, Mount Earnslaw, 
and Mount Aspiring, but not to the same extent as amidst these lesser Sout): 
African heights. 

Ceres is called after the Mother of Earth and all Productiveness. And 
rightly too : it is a sleeping beauty, a demi-paradise, a diminutive Garden of 
Eden not without pythons, the Sanatorium of Cape Colony. It is one of the 
centres of the Bond Party, and in choosing it they have done, at any rate, one 
thing in good taste. It is an ideal South African village, but scarcely the place, 
at present. for a patriotic Englishman. 

And again the ubiquity of our race comes home to me, Ceres 
and the surrounding district's most important trader is a Jew, a middle 
aged man, kindly and intellectual, a little shy and reserved perhaps, at first, but 
with a heart of gold, bachelorising amid willows and oranges and passion- 
fruit, and wondrously-blooming tlowers. He is deeply respected by all, and 
maintains his racial and religious identity in splendid and honourable 
isolation, .

Opening of a New Jewish School at Cape Town. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
Care Town, &rit, 1900. 


Some 300 Jewish ladies and gentlemen assembled on Monday, August 6th, 
at the opening of the new Jewish School at Cape Town. The ceremony was 


performed by Dr. Thomas Murr, F.R.S., the Superintendent-General of Educa- 


tion in the Cape Colony. The Rev. A. P. Bender (Vice-President of the School 
Committee), presided. After handing Dr. Muir a gold key to open the new 
class rooms, Mr. Bender opened the proceedings with a prayer, after the school 
children had sung a psalm. Mr. Bender then gave a brief history of the progress 
of the school, which had increased in numbers five-fold within the last five years, 
and stated that the erection of this new building, which was urgently needed in 
view of the expansion of the school, was mainly due to the munificence of Rev. 
Joel Rabinowitz (President of the School), who had given £1,000 for the purpose. 
The new School Room has been called “ ‘I'he Rabinowitz Room,” in recognition 
of the President's benefactions to the School. Ut was the intention of the School 
Board, at a later stage, further to enlarge the buildings, in proportion to the 
increase in the number of scholars. The present building represents the nucleus 
of a complete school, according to a plan that has been approved by the Educa- 
tion Department of the Colony. 

Mr. LineRMAN gaye a brief summary of the financial position of the school, 
which is at present fairly satisfactory, thanks to the beneficence of some of the 
members of the community, the Rev. Joel Rabbinowitz in particular, whose 
a of £1,000 had enabled the managers to proceed with the building 
scheme, 


A Sympathetic Address by Dr. Muir. 


Dr. Muir said: Naturally it is a great satisfaction to me to-day, in memory 
of the meeting we had here some five years ago, to see the marvellous improve- 
ment which has taken place. Your Committee were at that time well advised 
to start quietly and modestly. Having got a good property, they aimed in the 
first place at merely adapting certain of the rooms for school purposes, knowing 
that if their efforts met with success money would be available to launch forth 
more boldly at a later date. And success has come in unexpected measure, the 
attendance having steadily grown, until to-day the number of children is exactly 
five times what it was when last I was here. This advance, however pleasing 
to the Jewish community, is no less pleasing to me who am connected with 
no particular community, but with the Colony asa whole. It is delightful also 
to know that the new Building is not a piece of patchwork, but that it is an 
instalment of a big well-thought-out scheme, which it is hoped will be completed 
within a few years, This is important, as in other places in the Colony one 
often finds room added to room without any regard to a general plan, with the 
result that the whole is little less than a confused congeries of buildings, ill- 
adapted for school purposes. In this matter you could not do better than 
follow the example of the South African College School, where only a few 
rooms of a well-designed general plan were first put up, but where to-day there 
stands the finished structure—an ornament to the city. As time goes on, 
therefore, I trust you will have one of the best buildings in the Colony, and 
will take care also that is it one of the best equipped. For money spent on 
schools is the best investment a community can make. And it is not enough 
merely to provide accommodation ; make everything neat and good and pleasing, 
for a pupil’s surroundings are a daily lesson to him, which, though learned 
unconsciously, affect his future none the less, My sympathy has always 
been with the Hebrew School, and for the matter of that, with 


Hebrew education in general, because of the liberal spirit which 
characterises it. Jewish education is never a narrow education. Wherever 
they have settled, the Jews, while retaining their own characteristics, 
have always been more than open to liberalising tendencies. I also am in favour 
of a broad view of education, and we, therefore, on this point can join hands. 
How often I have preached the doctrine since | came to the Colony I cannot 
say, but Mr. Bender will tell you that to reach the multitude with fresh ideas 
you must not hesitate to preach the same sermon often. Now the text is this: 
“Education does not consist merely in dealing with books; education is not 
merely a matter of the‘ three R's.” It is something far wider, and concerns 
our ey and moral nature as well as our mind. If you will have three letters, 
let them be the ‘‘three H’s”—the head, the hand, and the heart, This wider 
view is the view of education that you fiad in the Hebrew community in ancient 
times, Each boy in olden times had to learn a trade whether he practised it or 
not, and I find you to-day abiding by the old plan, for a workshop has recently 
been added to your equipment. Similarly each girl was taught to spin, to 
weave, to prepare food for the table, to superintend household work, to sing and 
to dance. Possibly you have given up this last accomplishment. but if you have 
bay are no worse than others around you who have departed from old ideals. 

n the next place, your ancestors believed in a moral and religious training, 
Their sons were not only taught a trade, but they were taught to walk in the 
way of righteousness; and their daughters were brought up so as to be 
model mothers in Israel. You may depend upon it, ladies and gentlemen, that 
these are the things which are to be found at the back of the Hebrew character 
and have made your people what they are to-day. Let me conclude by wishing 


your school every success. I hope it will be the means of educating many young 


men and maidens in all the best characteristics of the Hebrew race—a race whose 
continued vigour and individuality have been a never-ending wonder to students 
of history. | |

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About the ‘Jewish Encyclopadia.’’ 


A TALK WITH MR. JOSEPH JACOBS. 


“BY A CORRESPONDENT, | 

Mr. Joseph Jacobs, who left for America six months ago to take part in 
the editing of the great “Jewish Encyclopwdia” of Fank and Wagnall’s, has 
‘been paying a flying visit to England to arrange for the removal of his library 
to the scene of his new labours. He returned to New York on Wednesday last. 
Taking advantage of this occasion to-call upon Mr. Jacobs, I have been 
questioning him upon the progress of his undertaking. 

Of how many volumes is it to cons'st ’ [ asked. 

“ There will be twelve altogether,’ replied Mr. Jacobs, ‘ so that it will be of 
about the same size as Chambers’ Encyclopedia. It will consist of some 8,000 
pages, and each volume will contain about 640 double-column pages. As we 
shall produce three volumes a year, the work will cover a period of four 
years.” 

Are there to be illustrations ? 


'* Tilustrations are to be a special feature of the book. Tliere are to be 
about a couple of thousand of them. All the important heroes of the past and 
present are to be represented by their portraits; notable buildings of Jewish 
interest are to be depicted: we shall include fac-similes of important mapu- 
scripts and palimpsests; even the first pages of: the first editions of certain 


celebrated works of antiquity are to be reproduced. Some of the illustrations | 


will probably be coloured, like those you have seen in Funk and Wagaalls’ 
Standard Dictionary.” 

When do you expect to have the first volume ready ? | 

“T have very little doubt but what it will be ready by the scheduled time— 


the Ist of January next year, All the MS for this volume isin, It only ruas 
down to AR.” 

Is that all in a twelve volum>? work ° 
farther. | 

‘Very possibly, but A isa big letter among Jews, owing to the fact that 
there are so many Aarons and Abrahams in the biographies.”

Chambers’ Eucyelopredia goes 


“ About 300, including almost every name of importance in contemporary | 
Jewish scholarship. In the first volume, for example, which we are at work - 


upon now, the article on “ Alexandria” is done by Professor Emil Schirer, 
and Wendland is doing that on “ Alexandrian Philosophy.’ Professor Nayser- 
ling is doing anumber of the articles on Spanish History.” 

I forgot to ask you what the Encyclop: lia is to be about. I know that 
in general it 18 to do with Jewish matters; but what are to be its leading 
features ’ | 

’ Tt will deal with all sides of Jewish history, theology and archeology, and 
will especially comprise a complete dictionary of Jewish biography, for the 
first time presenting to the world the great contributions which Jews have 
made to all sides of the world’s activity. - 

Will ait include ‘a Bible dictionary 
dictionaries already. 

“Tt will include a Bible dictionary, but in view of the number of works of 
that kind already in existence, we shall concentrate attention on the Rabbinic 
side of Biblical research, so that we shali not cover the same ground as the 
ordinary Bible dictionaries.” 


You will gostrong in Talmud, I suppose | 

“ Naturally. In the Talmudical section we shall give biographies of all the 
more important Rabbis of the Talmud, and we shall pay special attention to a 
systematic dictionary of Talmudical law.” 


How do you intend to treat Jewish theology? If well done, that portion 
ought to be exceedingly interesting. | 

“It will be.. We shall treat Jewish theology on a very extensive scale 
indeed. There is no Encyclopwdia in existence which handles this subject syste- 
matically. Special attention is being devoted to the points in which Christian 
theology owes a debt to Judaism, while care will, of course, be taken to explain 
the differences which separate the two creeds.” 


Will much of the work be devoted to modern history ? 


“Yes. Modern history will, for the first time, be treated under different 
headings, in this way: First we shall take every congregation of any importance, 
like Worms, for instance. Then we shall take the section of country in which this 
congregation is situated, which would be Rhineland. And in addition to that we 
shall have an article devoted to the whole country in which these separate sec- 
tions are comprised—Germany in this case,” 


“ We are also going to have a complete set of pedigrees of Jewish families 
of note, and it is hoped to be able to connect them all together in a special article 
on ‘ Pedigrees,’ and so to show that the saying that ‘All Jews are brethren’ 
embodies a literal truth. And it is not at all unlikely that we shall have a 
medical section dealing with the medical characteristics of modern Jews. aad 
sho wing to what diseases they are liable.” , 7 


I suppose the different departments are under the control of different 
Editors? 


“Certainly. The Biblical Section is under the charge of Professor Morris 
Jastrow, while his father, Dr. Marcus Jastrow, will supervise the Talmud. The

Theological articles will be controlled by Dr. Kohler, Dr. Richard Gottheil 


takes charge of the Early History and Jewish Literature. Dr. Cyrus Adler has 
Archeology and the Jews of America. Dr. Singer takes Modern Biography. 
Philology and Hellenic Literature are entrusted to Professor Toy. Professor 
Deutsch has the important department of Modern History.” 


Where do you come in? 


“T have Anthropology and the Jews of England. But at present my time 
is almost entirely taken up with revising manuscript and proofs. Everything 
~ has to be passed for the first volume, by November, and at the same time there 
is the material for the second volume to be got ready. I forgot to mention that 
a large number of the articles have to be translated from the German and 
French, The head of the Translating Bureau is Dr. Fredk. de Sola Mendes.” 


You appear to have a great many people at work, besides the ordinary 
contributors ? | 


‘We need to have, Altogether every article is submitted to something like 
16 processes before it takes final form, I don’t know whether I can remember 
them all, but here are some of them. First comes the assignment of an article 
to its writer. Then, the receipt of MS, which has to be forwarded to its 
Departmental Editor. Next, it has to be approved and corrected, and for- 
warded to the office for sub-editing. The sub-editor has to see that the spelling 
aud language are uniform with that adopted throughout the work. It is now 
passed on to me, and from me it goes to the printer.. 

“ After being printed in slip form, the proofs are sent to all the depart- 
mental editors, and to various scholars, for further checking, When the various 


“( ions and suggestions have been made by these scholars, the proof is again 
ceuad oa from i S the printer to be made up in page form, with illustrations, 
ifany. These page proofs have again to be passed, and when that is done the 
particular article is prepared to run the gauntlet of expert criticism. 

Is not that absolutely everything ? eae 

“No. not absolutely. I have omitted a number of minor processes, such as 
the typewriting of certain MSS. A very elaborate system has to be kept up at 
the office by which the place of an article, its transla tion, if any, and its various 
proofs can be ascertained at a moments notice. This by itself occupies the 
entire time of no less than three persons,” | 

I suppose it is not a very easy matter to secure uniformity of spelling, 
e'c, ina vast work of this kind? 

“We have a staff of no less than 15 persons at the office mainly for this 
detail. The transliteration has been somewhat of a problem. Ifit had been too 
learned, it would have repelled the ordinary reader. On the other hand. if we 
had adopted too popular a method of transliteration it would have disguised the 


originals too much, In many cases we have used the Hebrew type, but when ° 


we transliterate we make such simple distinctions as these: K, with a dot 
underneath, would be P, and without a dot, would be 3; H, with a dot under- 
neath, stands for M, and without a dot, for 7.” 

You have just managed to steer clear between the pedant and the man in 

the street. Is that so? 

“Well, we want to make the thing readable by any Jew who is interested 
in the subject. We are trying to make the work popular without sacrificing 
scientific accuracy. 

“Don't let me forget to say that we are devoting special attention to the 
smaller articles, and that this will be the very first time that the obscurer 
subjects—which will be the most useful part of the book to scholars—will 
have been treated in a systematic manner. We are rather handicapped by 
the fact that we are working in a country which contains so few of the rarer 
works. Still we are taking special care to overcome this difficulty. Prof. 
Bacher. of Buda-Pesth, is verifying all quotations for us which cannot be 
verified on our side of the water, All this involves an enormous amount of 
labour which has to be properly systematised. I think I must have given 
vou ehough details about the work by this time.” 

You have not said anything about apologetics ' 

‘No attempt will be made at apologetics. It will not be necessary. The 
very presentation of such an enormous mass of facts as will be brought together 
in this one work cannot fail to raise the estimation of Judaism in the eyes of 
the world, and perhaps in the eyes of many Jews themselves.” 

It must be a costly undertaking 

“Tt is very costly. Messrs. Funk and Wagnalls are sparing no expense to 
make it worthy of the highest scholarship of the day, It will, indeed, be strange 
if the Encylopedia does not do credit to the many scholars engaged in it. It 
will have its imperfections, of course, but it will be the first great attempt that 
has even been made to organise the results which Jewish science has been 
gathering together for the past century.” 3 

The Jewish public in America, | suppose, are keenly interested in the 
undertaking ? 

Particularly the Russian Jews,-who have the instincts and traditions of 
Jewish learning in their veins, so to speak. It is extraordinary the interest 
they have manifested in the work. You could not have a better proof than 
this: The Russian Jews of New York: alone have already subscribed for 
sutflicient copies to the success of the undertaking.” 7

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Friedmann’s ‘‘ Seder Eliahu.”’ 


It is usual for a learned work from the hand of a member of the staff to 
accompany the annual report of a Continental College for the training of 
Rabbis. But it is rare, if not unprecederted, that this opportunity should be 
utilised for the publication of an edition of a Hebrew Classic. Lector Fried- 
mann’s latest work is, however, of a kind that would have been welcomed in 
whatever form he had selected for its issue. He has restored to us a Midrash 
which was previously known in versions mutilated either by the accidental faults 
of copyists, or the designed sophistications of editors, Lector Friedmann’s 
purer text 18 prefixed to the “Jahresbericht der Israelitisch-Theologischen 
Lehranstalt,” of Vienna. It will no. doubt also be published independently. Mr. 
Friedmann promises a full Hebrew Introduction (see p. ix. of the German 
preface). As it is he has supplied a large number of Hebrew notes, in which 


his mastery of Midrashic literature is fully displayed. | 

As to. the text itself, the basis isa Vatican MS. of the date of 1073. Lector 
|’ riedmann’s German preface is full of information. The text in the Vatican 
Ms. is described as “Seder Eliahu” ; it is so named in the Talmud (Kethuboth 
lA), where it is related how the prophet Eliahu (Elijah), communicated the 
contents of the “Seder Eliahu” to Anan, pupil of Abba Aricha. This must 
therefore, have been towards the end of the third century of the Christian era: 


There are many passages in the Talmud introduced by the formula ‘‘ Tana debe 


Lliabu,” which are taken from this book, and the same applies to a number of 
anonymous beraithoth. In the Midrash Rabba, one occasionally finds a citation 
from this book, preceded by the phrase ‘* Elijah taught,” but mostly the quota- 
tions in these Midrashim are anonymous, At all events. Friedmann rightly 
maintains that the “ Seder Eliahu” is one of the sources from which the Talmud 
and Midrash drew materials. To complete the history. it must be added that 
the Tossafists and Geonim knew the book Seder Eliahu. and the Yalkut 
frequently employed it, but as it chose the introductory formula ‘ Tana debe 
ltliahu.” its identity with the ‘Seder Eliahu” became obscured. Notably 
enough, copies of the work became rarer as time advanced, Friedmann acutely 
remarks on the curiosity that in the Aruch, u-der the word Seder, the Seder 
Kliahu is described ; this implies that the Seder was then little known. It is 
not easy to explain the neglect meted out to this choice Hagadic pearl. In it 
are contained many fine thoughts, beautiful prayers, attractive expositions and 
niaxims of practical morals. The literary style, moreover, is finer than one 
mostly expects in such a work. Friedmann suggests that Jewish authorities 
wished to keep the Seder Eliahu from the Jewish public lest its mystical origin 
should open the door to Kabbalistic superstitions. | 
The editio princeps was printed in Venice in 15'S. from a MS. of the date 
\1s) (therefore 113 years later than the codex used by Friedmann). The 
copyist had evidently shortened many passages, obliterating the original style 
completely. In one place he omitted a long section and thus ran chapters tive 
and six.together, In 1677, the Kabbalist R. Samuel ben Moses Heida re-published 
the work in Prague, with a long, mystical commentary. According to Zunz, 
this new version deserves eulogy, but Friedmann ‘holds it as worthless. The 
next independent version was published in 170%, by Jacob Herz of Brody. This 
went through five editions, and the result seems to have been to popularise the 
Seder Ehahu for the first time. Other similar editions followed, with long- 
winded interpolations collected from Talmudic legends without relevancy to 
the subject, And it is this corrupt and interpolated version that has long passed 
currency as the genuine Tana debe Eliahu. In 188), a reprint of the Prague 
edition of 1677 was published in Warsaw, and this was the nearest approach toa 
restoration of the original until Lector Friedmann luckily decided to take the 
matter in hand. | | 
Rapoport, on various grounds mentioned by Friedmann, held that the Seder 
Eliahu was a different book from the Tana debe Eliahu. But Friedmann con- 
tests this judgment., The extant work, when freed from the corruptions and 
additions which have occurred, belongs, according to Friedmann, to the age of 
Anan (circa 280), The text, as we know it was, however, not finally formed 
till the year 968 or 984. The copy used by Friedmann is thus only eighty-nine 
years younger than the last redaction of the work. The MS. is not perfect 
Lut its mistakes and confusions can be corrected from the Venetian edition and 
also from the citations in the Yalkut. In all these points Friedmann’s notes 
offer much help. The whole book, whether named Seder or Tana debe Eliahu, 
has had a strange fate, and the curiosity also attaches to Friedmann’s own 
edition, For it was by the merest accident that he discovered his text. For 
years Friedmann has been coliecting materials for a new edition of the Sifra. 
The Vatican contains two MSS. of the Sifra, and of these Lector Friedmann had 


photographic reproductions made. One of these codices (No.31) mentions in the | 


title page that it contains, besides the Torath Cohanim, or Sifra, also the Seder 
Kliahu. At first, this fact was allowed to pass without notice. But the photo- 
vrapher, though only directed to reproduce the Sifra, accidentally made plates 
also of several pages of the Seder Eliahu: These pages at once aroused Lector 
'riedmann’s interest, for he saw the importance of the new codex. He had the 
whole copied, and has now published it. He has, for the first time, given the 
world a critical edition of the Seder Eliahu. Like the same editor's volumes 
on the Mechilta and Pesikta Rabbathi, this on the Seder Eliahu will long remain 
the classical edition. | 


The Mosaic Penal Laws. 


Since M. Duschak wrote his treatise on the Mosaic and Talmudical Penal 
Laws (Vienna, 1869) the most important contribution to the subject 
was Goitein’s essay on the Retributive Principle in Biblical and Talmudical 
Law (Magazin fiir d. Wissenschaft des J udenthums, 1892). The Biblical commen- 
taries have naturally dealt with penal questions in detail, while Benzinger and 
Nowack, in their works on Hebrew Archeology, summarily treat the whole 
subject from the critical standpoint. A formal treatise was however lacking, 
aud this toa certain extent has been supplied by Dr, Gerhard Forster in his 
dissertation entitled “ Das Mosaische Strafrecht in seiner geschichtlichen 
Entwickelung ” (Leipzig, Veit.) Dr. Forster's work covers only the Pentateuchal 
field, with references to other parts of the Old Testament, and especially to 


this school: 


those parts of the Books of Joshua, Judges, Samuel, and Kings, which criticism 
regards as most ancient. Dr. Firster’s treatise is only in a partial sense scien- 
tific, being vitiated by false contrasts (see ¢ g. p.11), and by a failure to continue 
the history of penal enactments to their relative finality in the Rabbinical code. 
But the collections under the Ten Commandments are useful, and the same 
epithet applies to the whole compilation, which is, not, however, destined to 
serve as a definitive treatment of this branch of Jewish law. | a * 

Adolphe Hatzfeld and Arsene 
Darmesteter (Ch. Delagrave, Paris), of which the publication has taken 12 
years, is now complete. The Dictionary has recently received the highest 
official recognition by the award of the Prix Jean Reynaud, of the value of ten 
thousand francs, from the Acad‘mie des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres, and also 
of a Grand Prix (the highest award) at the Paris Exhibition.

A complete change has been made this year in the holiday arrangements of 
the Institution at West Norwood. Hitherto, regular bolidevs bare been con- 
spicuous by their absence, and the children have for many years continued in 
their weary round of daily work and duties, broken only now and then by

This year, however, everything has been altered, The Schoolrooms have 
been closed for work for more than three weeks, and a welcome break has been 
thus afforded, which, useful as it is to all classes of children, is an absolute 
necessity to those whose lives are, at the best, uneventful and monotonous.

MILL GIRL’S PITIFUL STORY. 


COVERED WITH SHAWLS. 


Tit following painful story of a mill girl is told in the South Manchester 
Chronicle, which vouches for facts undoubtedly but too tfue. The fortunate 
issue of the affair, and the kindness shown by the other Mill Hands to the 
sufferer, redeem the gloom of the incident. 

“ One half the world,” says our Manchester contemporary, ‘does not know 
how the other half lives,” a truism requiring no demonstration, and this was 
never more directly forced upon us than on the occasion of a recent visit of a 
South Manchester Chronicle reporter to a young lady aged twenty-two, living at 
No. 17 Oram-street, ()ueen’s-road, Manchester. Her name is Mary Ann Shaw, 
and we did not require to be told that her life had been one continual struggle 


with disease, as her whole physical appearance, except her pleasant, genial smile, 
gave unmistakable indication of it. Her left lung had so shrunk that to an 
ordinary observer she appeared malformed, yet as achild there was no difference 
between her and her little playmates, and it was only when she attained her 
tenth year that her troubles commenced. 

During her play one day she ran home, having apparently ruptured a blood 
vessel, the first indication that she was consumptive ; and after several weeks’ 
medical attendance she was ordered to the Manchester Clinical Hlospital. Here 
she was most kindly and skilfully attended for six weeks, and afterwards 
removed to the Convalescent Home, but after three weeks’ residence there, was 
told nothing more could be done for her, though she might come again in about 
twelve months. At the end of that time there was no change, certainly none 
for the better, and occasionally she would have bleedings from the lungs. which 
induced great prostration. 

This state of things continued until she was !4 years old, when owing to 
family exigencies she was compelled to yo toa Mill and try to earn something 
towards the support of the household. Here she worked as well as her strenyth 
would permit her for several months, but gradually growing weaker, and the 
loss of blood becoming more frequent. Her companions, in sympathy for her 
pitiful condition, used to make her lie down in a quiet corner of the mill, and

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Holidays at the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum. 


A complete change has been made this year in the holiday arrangements of 
the Institution at West Norwood. Hitherto, regular holidays have been con- 
spicuous by ‘their absence, and the children have for many years continued in 
their weary round of daily work and duties, broken only now and then by 
= holidays, which have themselves necessitated set rules’ and regular 
work. 

This year, however, everything has been altered. The Schoolrooms have 
been closed for work for more than three weeks, and a welcome break has been 
thus afforded, which, useful as it is to all classes of children, is an absolute 
necessity to those whose lives are, at the best, uneventful and monotonous. 


_ Instead of the one day at the sea-side, with its long and crowded railway 
journey, advantage was taken of the three weeks’ holiday to organise various 
excursions, One day the eldest girls had a day to themselves at the sea-side : 
another day a large party of boys and girls went to the Zoo; ona third the 
whole of the girls’ school had a ramble and tea in one of. the beautiful Surrey 
woods; a day in Brockwell Park, with an al-fres:y meal, the welcome 
programme for two or three other days, while visits to one or two of the County 
cricket matches were not the least enjoyable days for the elder boys. 


Apart from these days, the expenses for which come out of the usual 
holiday charges of the institution, two members of the Committee, Messrs. J. L. 
Solomon and B. Newgass, each defrayed the entire cost of a day at the Crystal 
Palace, in honour of the marriage of their daughters. The programme, which 
was identical on both days, included all the attractions of the Sydenham Palace 
that could be crowded in, The weather was in each case all that could be 
wished, and after the capital tea, admirably served by Messrs. Lyons, the Crystal 
Palace fireworks brought to an end a thoroughly enjoyable day. 


It will thus be seen that the interests of the young people at West Norwood 
_ are not disregarded either by the Committee as a whole, or by the individual 
supporters. But the Committee feel that something more should be done, and 
that the children should for a week or two at least, be taken quite away from 
the building in which they pass several years of their childhood. A very large 
majority of them have no homes to which they could go in the event of the 
building being closed. The Committee is therefore considering the best means 
of giving the children a real holiday away from Norwood, to which they would 
return refreshed in body and mind after a week or two elsewhere.

MILL GIRL’S PITIFUL STORY. 
COVERED WITH SHAWLS. 


Tut following painful story of a mill girl is told in the South Manchester 
Chromele, which vouches for facts undoubtedly but too true. ‘The fortunate 
issue of the affair, and the kindness shown by the other Mill Hands to the 
sufferer, redeem the gloom of the incident. 

“ One half the world,’ says our Manchester contemporary, “does not know 
how the other half lives,” a truism requiring no demonstration, and this was 
never more directly forced upon us than on the occasion of a recent visit of a 
South Manchester Chronicle reporter to a young lady aged twenty-two, living at 
No. 17 Oram-street, (Jueen’s-road, Manchester. Her name is Mary Ann Shaw, 
and we did not require to be told that her life had been one continual struggle 


with disease, as her whole physical appearance, except her pleasant, genial smile, 
gave unmistakable indication of it. Her left lung had so shrunk that to an 
ordinary observer she appeared malformed, yet as achild there was no difference 
between her and her little playmates, and it was only when she attained her 
tenth year that her troubles commenced. | 
luring her play one day she ran home, having apparently ruptured a blood 

vessel, the first indication that she was consumptive; and after several weeks 
medical attendance she was ordered to the Manchester Clinical Hospital. Here 
she was most kindly and skilfully attended for six weeks, and afterwards 
removed to the Convalescent Home, but after three weeks’ residence there, was 
told nothing more could be done for her, though she might come ayain in about 
twelve months. At the end of that time there was no change, certainly none 
for the better, and occasionally she would have bleedings from the lungs, which 
induced great prostration. | | | 

This state of things continued until she was 14 years old, when owing to 
family exigencies she was compelled to yo toa Mill and try to earn something 
towards the support of the household. Here she worked as well as her strenzth 
would permit her for several months, but gradually growing weaker, and the 
loss of blood becoming more frequent.
